Bush Wants To Cut 
Workers' Health Insurance 

Urges Supreme Court To Allow Draconian Decision To Stand

Once again the Bush ad¬ 
ministration has broken with 
its own National Council on 
AIDS on matters of policy. 

When John W. McGlynn of 
Houston, Texas, filed his first 
AIDS-related claim with his 
employer’s health insurance, 
his maximum benefits were 
immediately cut from $1 mil¬ 
lion to $5,000. 

The 20,000 percent benefit 
reduction by the employer, 
who was self-insured and 
therefore not under the juris¬ 
diction of the state insurance 
board, was eventually OK’d 
by the 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans. It 
ruled, based on an interpreta¬ 
tion of a 1974 law, employers 
have the right to sharply re¬ 
duce insurance coverage for 
those employees with expen¬ 
sive illnesses such as AIDS 
and Alzheimer’s disease. 

McGlynn died 16 months 
ago, but his case has contin¬ 
ued since his death. 

When attorney Tom Stod¬ 
dard, formerly executive di¬ 
rector of Lambda Legal De¬ 


fense and Education Fund in 
New York, appealed the rul¬ 
ing the United States Su¬ 
preme Court asked the Bush 
administration for its position. 

Solicitor General Kenneth 
Starr was contacted by such 
diverse groups as the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association, the 
American Association of Re¬ 
tired Persons, the American 
Bar Association and the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors, de¬ 
nouncing the ruling for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons. Among the 
groups writing in opposition 
was the National Council on 
AIDS, the putative presiden¬ 
tial advisory board that Magic 
Johnson quit in highly publi¬ 
cized disgust last month, 
which urged the administra¬ 
tion to take a public stand 
against the Circuit Court rul¬ 
ing. 

Now, according to the 
New York Times, Starr’s in¬ 
structions from the adminis¬ 
tration are to urge the court 
to dismiss the case without re¬ 
view — in other words, to 
give employers the right to 
dry up insurance resources 
for people when they need 


them most. 

Stoddard told the Times 
that “Americans, especially 
those covered by self-insur¬ 
ance plans, ought to be out¬ 
raged.” 

The Times reported on Oc¬ 
tober 16 that the Labor De¬ 
partment had successfully lob¬ 
bied for the position taken by 
the administration, arguing 
that without such a ruling 
employers would be less like¬ 
ly to offer insurance. The De¬ 
partment of Health and Hu¬ 
man Services stood in opposi¬ 
tion, pointing out the entire 
point of health insurance is 
subverted when policies are 
reduced exactly as they are 
required. 

Starr’s memorandum to 
the court, as reported by the 
Times, holds that McGlynn’s 
case is not worthy of review 
since the Bush administration 
believes no conflict exists 
among appeals courts on how 
to interpret the law in ques¬ 
tion. 

Ironically, that law is 
named “The Employee Re¬ 
tirement Income Security 
Act.” ▼ 


Group Urges 'No on 166 ' 

Nurses, Supes, Black Coalition on AIDS Oppose Proposition

A broad-based coalition in¬ 
cluding the California Nurses 
Association, the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors, and 
various lesbian and gay and 
AIDS organizations joined 
forces October 16 to voice op¬ 
position to Proposition 166, 
the health care initiative au¬ 
thored by the California Med¬ 
ical Association. 

Speakers called the propo¬ 
sition an attempt to mislead 
voters and impede real re¬ 
form of health care in Califor- 
nia. 

“Proposition 166 will not 
provide the health care cover¬ 
age the gay, lesbian, and bi¬ 
sexual communities need,” 
said Catherine Dodd, director 
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of government relations for 
the California Nurses Associ¬ 
ation. “The proposed plan is 
too costly, leaves too many 
people uninsured, and does 
not cover certain serious ill¬ 
nesses. Long-term chronic ill¬ 
nesses like AIDS and chronic 
fatigue syndrome, for exam¬ 
ple, would not be covered. 
Catastrophic illnesses, like 
cancer, would not be cov¬ 
ered.” 

Organizations opposingthe 
initiative include the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
the San Francisco Black 
Coalition on AIDS, LIFE 
AIDS Lobby, and ACT UP. 

“Proposition 166 does not 
go far enough, and only 
serves to mask the need for 
universal access to compre- 
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hensive health care,” said Ger¬ 
ald Lenoir, executive director 
of the Black Coalition on 
AIDS. “Prop. 166 is just an¬ 
other case of too little, too 
late.” 

Critics of the proposition 
cited several reasons for vot¬ 
ing it down: 

• By placing annual limits 
on hospital care (45 days) and 
outpatient visits (20 days) and 
by adopting a lifetime bene¬ 
fits cap of $500,000, Proposi¬ 
tion 166 ignores the needs of 
people with HIV/AIDS, can¬ 
cer and other long-term dis¬ 
abilities. 

• By limiting prescription 
drug coverage to medications 
approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration for spe¬ 
cific illnesses, Proposition 166 
would undermine AB 1985, 
the state law effective January 
1, 1993, that requires private 
health insurance companies to 
pay for off-label uses of drugs. 

• The proposition would 
leave more than two million 
unemployed, part-time, and 
seasonal workers uninsured. 

• Out-of-pocket costs to 
employees make the plan un¬ 
affordable for low-income 
workers. 

• Proposition 166 does not 
address Health care cost infla¬ 
tion except to call for commit¬ 
tees dominated by physicians

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B.A.R. Endorses 
Clinton and Gore 
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Congress Gives Ryan 
White Act More Money

A congressional appropria¬ 
tion of $71 million in addi¬ 
tional funding to the Ryan 
White CARE Act means that 
San Francisco will receive 
more than $22 million next 
year to spend on AIDS prima¬ 
ry health care services. 

Passed by Congress in 
1990, the Ryan White CARE 
Act is a five-year bill autho¬ 
rized to channel $880 million 
a year to cities and states hard 
hit by the AIDS epidemic. 

Since its passage, Congress 
has never approved more 
than 40 percent of the legisla¬ 
tion’s full funding amount. 

“There’s a political resis¬ 
tance in Congress to funding 
the full amount,” said Rene 
Durazzo of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “It comes 
from a general feeling that 
maybe too much has been 
spent on AIDS. 

“It’s been very difficult to 
get Congress and the 
administration to support 
care. There’s a fundamental 
relief that neai ui care ser¬ 
vices should be provided by 
public entitlements such as 
Medicare and Medicaid. But 
thousands of people fall 
through those cracks and the 
public health system is over¬ 
whelmed by the numbers of 
people with AIDS and HIV 
infection,” Durazzo said. 

Title I of the Ryan White 
CARE Act, budgeted for 
community-based health care, 
received $63 million of this 
year’s total increase, for a to¬ 
tal of $184 million. Title I 


funds go to cities with 2,000 
or more cases of AIDS. 

Title II, which provides 
funds to states for AIDS 
drugs subsidies and treat¬ 
ments, is scheduled to receive 
$116 million next year — an 
increase of $8 million over 
the 1992 fiscal level. 

According to Durazzo, the 
successful effort to increase 
Ryan White funding was led 
by a broad-based urban AIDS 
coalition initiated by the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
and climaxed in an 11- 
month campaign. 

The effort has the strong 
support of San Francisco po¬ 
litical leadership, Durazzo 
said. 

“In particular, Mayor 
Frank Jordan, Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Kevin 
Shelley, and Supervisor An¬ 
gela Alioto” went to Washing¬ 
ton to pressure the Congress, 
Durazzo said. 

“It’s fabulous news. We 
need the money desperately. 
San Francisco has shown the 
way with compassion to ev¬ 
eryone. Maybe we can get the 
federal government to start 
showing a little compassion 
as well,” Alioto said. 

Shelley, who went twice to 
Washington in the last year to 
lobby for the raise in funding, 
said that he was pleased the 
appropriation was increased, 
but “no way is it enough.” 

Both supervisors praised 
AIDS activists for their ef¬ 
forts to lobby the government 
to increase the approp¬ 
riation. ▼

Anti-abortion leader Ran¬ 
dall Terry has widened his 
vista to include lesbians and 
gays, telling his fundamen¬ 
talist followers that Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s support for gay rights 
makes a vote for him “a sin.” 
And it isn’t just followers that 
Terry is trying to convince, but 
leaders as well: he has sent let¬ 
ters to 27,000 ministers, urging 
them to preach that very 
message from the pulpit. 

Terry says he intends to 
mail copies of the letter, ex- 
plicity attacking Clinton for 
his comparatively liberal pub¬ 
lic positions on lesbian and 
gay rights, to 63,000 more 



preachers by the end of this 
week. 

Terry is best known as the 
founder of Operation Rescue, 


a group of people that block 
access to medical clinics that 
provide abortion. He an¬ 
nounced his aggressive attack 
on Clinton during the Octo¬ 
ber 16 broadcast of his talk 
show, Randall Terry Live, 
joined by an Episcopal priest, 
two rabbis, a Catholic priest, 
and a Protestant minister. 

Terry is an ordained Evan¬ 
gelical minister himself, and 
it is as such he addresses his 
fellow clergy, “those people 
who claim to be followers of 


Jesus Christ and the Ten Com¬ 
mandments.” In his letter, 
Terry says, “Clinton has a de¬ 
ceptive veneer of Christianity, 
[but] he has twisted and per¬ 
verted Scripture, he has 
mocked biblical morality, and 
shamelessly embraced wick¬ 
edness.” It also brings Clin¬ 
ton’s marital fidelity into 
question. 

“To vote for Clinton,” he 
states unequivocally, “is a sin 
against God.” T 


The Master Debaters 
Now Go on the Road

George Bush followed his 
final debate appearance by 
launching into a new and gru¬ 
eling campaign schedule. 
Shortly after finishing the de¬ 
bate on Monday, October 19, 
Bush took off for southern 
states once thought to be Re¬ 
publican strongholds but now 
looking ever more certain for 
Bill Clinton. 

The president’s first post¬ 
debate tour of duty will take 
him to Georgia, which polls 
show he has a fairly good 
chance of losing to Clinton, 
North Carolina, which still 
looks solidly locked up by the 
GOP, and South Carolina, 
where the race is considered 
too close to call. 

Analysts suggest that Bush 
is now forced to cut back 
campaigning in the Midwest, 
where many believe the elec¬ 
tion may be decided, as he 
tries to shore up support that 
is slipping away down South. 

Bush’s own strategists be¬ 
lieve he must stay within sev¬ 
en or eight percentage points 
of the front-running Clinton, 
and to do that Bush has 


vowed to “outhustle” his 
Democratic opponent. He 
showed that he is serious 
about his pledge when he an¬ 
nounced he will visit at least 
three locations each day in 
the two weeks remaining in 
the campaign. 

Clinton, meanwhile, has 
announced plans to visit Re¬ 
publican bastions Wyoming 
and Nevada. By revealing 
that Bush will only journey to 
key battlegrounds still in con¬ 
tention, White House spokes¬ 
person Marlon Fitzwater tac¬ 
itly conceded the president 
does not plan to venture as 
far west as Clinton. 

Both candidates held ral¬ 
lies after the debates, where 
each forecast his own victory. 
Bush was seen repeatedly 
holding his thumbs in the air, 
announcing, “We’re going to 
win.” 

A crowd of his supporters 
cheered when Bush said, 
“We’re starting to move and 
we’re starting to close this 
thing. 

“I said I’ll do what it takes 
to win and I’m going to out¬ 
hustle. I’m going to outwork 
this guy.” 


Clinton simultaneously ad¬ 
dressed a crowd so large it 
had to be pushed back from 
the stage to provide him suf¬ 
ficient room to maneuver. 
Rather that referring to the 
campaign ahead, he used the 
forum to address the needs of 
college students and to talk 
about the benefits of the 
Peace Corps, with a special 
nod given its creator, John 
Kennedy. 

“Kennedy gave hope and 
direction to our country,” he 
told the crowd. 

Ross Perot, the independent 
candidate, also spoke with 
supporters after the debate, 
after having dispensed with 
the mass media in a news 
conference. At that time he 
complained that the press 
was more interested in “what 
cat food I feed my cat” than 
in the kinds of issues Ameri¬ 
cans want to have answered. 

He did not reveal his fu¬ 
ture campaign strategy as 
Bush did. He did, however, 
unveil a new trademarked 
Perotism: “The government 
moves like a ballerina across 
the stage,” he said. T

Bashing Reported 


Splashed Blood as Lethal Weapon: 
HIV-Positive Man Arrested in SF

A despondent man who re¬ 
portedly tried to kill himself 
on October 20 over his anti¬ 
body status is now in police 
custody at San Francisco 
General Hospital. He is being 
held there on charges of as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon, 
after splashing four Northern 
Station police officers with 
his blood. 

The officers responded to 
a midnight call from Wayne 
Bruce Lee’s roommates who 
said Lee, 39, had attempted to 
kill himself by slashing a 
wrist with a knife. Sources in¬ 
dicate he was upset over re¬ 
cently learning he tested HIV 
positive. When Lee was 


stopped at the corner of Lagu¬ 
na and Hayes by the officers, 
according to police 
reports, Lee splashed each of¬ 
ficer’s face, skin, and clothes 
with blood from his wrist. 

“Maybe I should infect 
you, so you’ll know how I 
feel,” he is reported to have 
said prior to the assault. 

Lee remains in custody on 
$40,000 bail and is scheduled 
to face the felony charges in 
November. He will undergo 
mandatory AIDS testing to 
determine his HIV status un¬ 
der Proposition 96, passed by 
voters in 1988. The law al¬ 
lows for the testing of individ¬ 
uals who assault law enforce¬ 
ment officers with body fluids 
such as blood. 


“The officers will be of¬ 
fered immediate AIDS anti¬ 
bodies testing to determine 
their antibody status and then 
periodically tested to deter¬ 
mine if they were infected 
with HIV during the alterca¬ 
tion,” said Officer Lee Militel- 
lo, lesbian and gay liaison to 
the chief of police. 

According to Militello, the 
officers will also be given the 
opportunity to receive AZT 
immediately, if they so 
desire. 

The San Francisco Police 
Department has had an AIDS 
plan in effect for several years 
to respond to such inci¬ 
dents. ▼

A Hayward man is out of 
the hospital and slowly recov¬ 
ering from a gay bashing that 
left him with ten stitches over 
his eye, three cracked ribs, a 
cracked shoulder, and a 
cracked cheekbone. 

Jim Malone told the Bay 
Area Reporter he was walk¬ 
ing home in Hayward Satur¬ 
day, October 10, at 9:14 p.m. 
when two men attacked him 
as he waited at a traffic light. 
One man asked him for the 
time, Malone said, and the 
other struck him in the face 
with a baseball bat; Malone 
says when he fell to the 
ground the assailants kicked 
him, screaming “fucking fag¬ 
got.” 

“People think nothing like 
this happens over here,” Mal¬ 
one said. “All the queens in 
Hayward walk around with 
their heads in the air and I 


suppose I was, too. Everyone 
says, ‘It happened to you. It 
won’t happen to me.’ ” 

Malone said he made his 
way across the street to a gas 
station after the attack and 
called for help. After otie 
night in the hospital, he spent 
a week at home recuperating, 
and just this week left his 
house again for the first time. 

“Now [when] I walk down 
the street — even during the 
day — I know I look like a 
crook. I keep turning around,” 
Malone said. 

Nightmares about the at¬ 
tack keep him from sleeping, 
Malone told th eB.A.R. 

Malone’s attackers are de¬ 
scribed as Hispanic males in 
their early 20s, each about 5 
feet, 11 inches tall and weigh¬ 
ing about 165 pounds. One 
had a starburst tattoo on his 
left bicep. Hayward police say 
they have no leads in the case 
at this time. ▼

Robbery Suspect 
Faces Revoked Probation

A suspect charged with 
robbing a gay man he met at 
the SF Eagle, a popular 
South of Market leather bar, 
has had those charges dis¬ 
missed by the district attor¬ 
ney. 

However, James M. Flana¬ 
gan remains in custody at the 
San Bruno County Jail with¬ 
out bail, pending a motion by 
the district attorney to re¬ 
voke his probation on a 1991 
felony conviction. 

Flanagan was arrested on 
October 12 at a used record 
store in the Haight while try¬ 
ing to sell hundreds of com¬ 
pact discs he allegedly stole 


from the victim’s house. A car 
and other stolen property 
were also recovered following 
the arrest. 

“Mr. Flanagan is in cus¬ 
tody in County Jail Three in 
San Bruno,” DA investigator 
Ron Huberman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “There will be 
a hearing on November 19 at 
the Hall of Justice when the 
DA moves to revoke his pro¬ 
bation.” 

Flanagan is currently on 
probation in connection with 
his guilty plea to 1991 charges 
of assault with a deadly 
weapon other than a firearm 
with the intent to cause great 
bodily injury. 

If his felony probation is 


revoked, Flanagan could be 
sentenced to as little as a year 
in county jail or be remanded 
to state prison. 

Flanagan was arrested last 
week when an alert employee 
at Recycled Records on 
Haight Street remembered 
that the victim had called an 
hour earlier to alert the store 
to the theft of his compact 
discs. 

A Park Station police offi¬ 
cer happened to be passing 
by the store as Flanagan al¬ 
legedly attempted to sell the 
stolen CDs. He was detained 
until the victim arrived and 
made a positive identification 
of the suspect and the stolen 
property. ▼ 


An Alternative to 
United: Flying Gay

A gay-owned investment 
company has purchased more 
than a third of the publicly 
traded stock of Las Vegas- 1 
based Western Airlines, Inc. 

Merit Diversified Interna¬ 
tional, known until the late 
’80s as Gay International, 
onetime publisher of the now 
defunct Gay Area Telephone' 
Directory, announced its ac¬ 
quisition of a 38 percent stake 
in the airline on October 13. 

“It’s not a controlling 
share, but we are majority 
stockholders,” said Alfred 
Cassidy, the president of Mer¬ 
it Diversified. “It’s put us in a 
pretty good position. We are 
a gay organization. They all 
know we’re gay. We’ve made 
no bones about it.” 

Cassidy told the Bay Area 
Reporter that “there’s no 
question” Merit’s stock puts it 
in a good position to advocate 
for domestic partners benefits 
for the airline’s employees. 

Western Airlines received 
Federal Aviation Authority 
operating approval on May 
28. The company presently 
operates between Las 
Vegas/Laughlin, Nevada, and 
Long Beach, California. 
Western also has an air tour 
service into the Grand Canyon 
and is vying, sources say, for a

Controlling interest of 52 
percent of the stock in the air¬ 
line is owned by its president, 
Bob Cox, who was not avail¬ 
able for comment. 

In addition to the airline 
stock, Merit also maintains in¬ 
vestments in real estate and 
paintings and “is negotiating 
to acquire an interest in the 
Russian property market,” ac¬ 
cording to a press statement 
announcing the acquisition of 
the airline stock. 

In recent years, Western’s 
stock has been valued at a high

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Disabled Voters Visit 
Party Headquarters

On Monday, October 19, 
differently-abled activists at¬ 
tempted to get the attention 
of Republican and Democrat¬ 
ic party officials in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Activists from ADAPT 
(American Disabled for Atten-

dant Programs Today) hoped 
to convey their concerns 
about reductions in attendant 
care funds, but met with 
more resistance than success 
— particularly from the GOPs. 

A crowd of several hun¬ 
dred demonstrators from 
across America, and a few 
from Europe, were assembled 
for a protest procession up 
Van Ness Avenue at 10:30 
a.m. Upon reaching the Bush- 
Quayle campaign headquar¬ 
ters at McAllister Street, 
some demonstrators broke off 
from the larger group in an 
attempt to meet with GOP 
leaders, while the rest contin¬ 
ued up Van Ness to Sutter 
Street, where the Democratic 
headquarters are located. 

Demonstrators were angry 
about governmental policies 
that they say unfairly slights 
home attendant care in favor 
of nursing homes. The protest 
was timed to coincide with a 
national convention of nurs¬ 
ing home industry members 
being held in San Francisco. 

The protesters believe the 
amount of money spent per 
person by nursing homes — 
reportedly in the $30,000 per 
year range — could be better 
spent providing home care 
helpers. They argue that 
more people could be helped 
with the same money, and 
that the government should

encourage them to live in 
their own homes. Failing 
that, it should not actively 
prevent them from doing so. 

Many activists expressed 
concern that, in order to bal¬ 
ance California’s govern¬ 
ment, Governor Wilson has 
cut the funds needed to 
keep the disabled at home. 
If funds are not available for 
home care, they say, many 
HIV-positive people could 
find themselves institutional¬ 
ized in nursing homes — or 
worse — when they would 
be better served by home 
care attendents tending to 
their needs. 


Anyone for cake? 

The protesters who ar¬ 
rived at Democratic head¬ 
quarters were served cake. 
Those who went to Republi¬ 
can headquarters were block¬ 
aded from the building by 
flanks of uniformed police. 
Some demonstrators sneaked 
in the building’s back doors 
and were unceremoniously 
dragged out by police. One of 
those who gained access re¬ 
portedly was a blind activist, 
whose dog vigorously protect¬ 
ed his owner from the police 
attempting to eject her. 


After finishing their cake, 
the ADAPTers at Democratic 
headquarters continued to 
maintain a presence in the of¬ 
fice, blocked occupants from 
leaving, demanded a tele¬ 
phone call with Governor 
Clinton to discuss their con¬ 
cerns, and demanded that he 
promise to mention disabled 
concerns at the debate that 
evening. 

Eventually they were per¬ 
suaded to leave the premises 
voluntarily. Although cita¬ 
tions were issued and three 
people were detained by po¬ 
lice and shortly released, 
there were no arrests. ▼

Boxer and Feinstein 

In this week’s debate, President Bush revealed his ongo¬ 
ing inability to grasp the concept of rights for those who 
aren’t necessarily straight, white, rich men. In response to 
a question from CNN’s Susan Rook about the role of wom¬ 
en in top adviser positions, Bush responded, “... this is a lit¬ 
tle defensive on your part, Susan, to be honest with you.” 
He then prattled on without sincerely addressing the ab¬ 
sence of women in positions of real political power in 
America. 

On Election Day, California has a chance to address that 
issue and make history by sending two women — Barbara 
Boxer and Dianne Feinstein — to the U.S. Senate. The Bay 
Area Reporter endorses both candidates. 

The wave of resentment kicked off by last year’s hear¬ 
ings on Anita Hill’s allegations against Clarence Thomas 
has swelled into support for a record number of women 
candidates across the country, as well as increased voter 
registration among women. All of which bodes well for 
Boxer and Feinstein, and well for lesbians and gays because 
the candidates have been strong supporters of our rights. 

However, while Boxer and Feinstein now are ahead in 
the polls, both are battling well-financed Republican oppo¬ 
nents in races that probably won’t be decided until the polls 
close. The 100-member U.S. Senate now includes two wom¬ 
en; if all the women candidates win November 3, there will 
be seven. The country needs more women in Congress and 
California needs Boxer and Feinstein. 

Why You Must Vote 

Speaking of the polls closing, it’s worth noting that a 
weird and terrible thing happens to those of us who live in 
the Pacific time zone. Unless we rise early to vote — which 
the B.A.R. suggests — the presidential election is often a 
foregone conclusion when we get home from work. 

Blame the media and its incessant “exit polling,” or 
blame those who willingly tell reporters what they 
shouldn’t and thereby help this destructive trend, but in any 
case, Clinton or Bush will probably have been crowned by 
the media by the time many of our readers are making 
their collective way to the ballot box. It happened with 
Dukakis four years ago, and we all remember Jimmy Carter 
conceding the whole shebang by 5 p.m. California time. 

This time it may be George Bush conceding defeat early. 
If so, it’s good news for the country, but it’s also potentially 
disastrous, since it may cause voters to think “why bother?” 

Here’s why you must vote, even if George Bush is al¬ 
ready dead meat: 

Clinton cannot do it all alone. He needs the help of a sup¬ 
portive congress, and it’s important we send him one. If les¬ 
bians, gays, and other social progressives stay at home, we 
may wind up sending John Seymour and Bruce Herschen- 
sohn to Washington. 

Seymour, as most lesbians and gays know, is a puppet of 
the Wilson claque; he pretends to be a moderate, but he was 
one of those who poured enough poison in Governor Wil¬ 
son’s ear in 1991 to get the governor to veto AB 101. Get 
him out of Washington. Vote for Dianne Feinstein. 

Herschensohn, on the other hand, is a genuine night¬ 
mare. He blithely calls for the abolition of the Department 
of Education, still resists the concept of a “peace dividend” 
now that we’re finished with the Cold War, and is some¬ 
what to the right of Jesse Helms. Besides which, he’s 
younger and healthier than Helms and therefore likely to 
spend more time in the Senate where we most assuredly do 
not need him. 

One of Herschensohn’s pet projects is a “flat tax” rate 
that he claims “can fit on a postcard.” His opponent, Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, has in fact found a way to illustrate it on a post¬ 
card, with a chart: Those voters who cast their lot with Her¬ 
schensohn stand to gain a 41 percent tax cut — if they 
make $3,405,700 per year. For those who make a more like¬ 
ly $33,500 annually, the Herschensohn plan would raise tax¬ 
es by 47 percent. (Those who only make $17,500 would see 
their taxes bumped up by 84 percent.) That’s Herschensohn 
in a nutshell. Considering that he’s a nut, it’s where he be¬ 
longs. Keep him out of Washington. Vote for Boxer. 

To return to our original point, the presidential election 
is not the only race of concern to our readers. Everyone 
must also participate in the selection of Senators, Con- 
gresspersons, Propositions, Supervisors, Judges, or whatev¬ 
er, depending upon your own place of residence.Just do it.

The Quayle Visit 

I’m writing regarding Dan Quayle’s visit here 
recently. First off, here is a man for whom I have on¬ 
ly loathing. The more crap he receives from the public 
during his visits, the better as far as I’m generally con¬ 
cerned. 

I believe that at this particular juncture in the cam¬ 
paign season, those who railed against him are play¬ 
ing right into the hands of him and the Right.

I’m speaking only of measuring our 
tactics so as not to play into the hands of the Right. 

I believe that if just this once, no one made a peep 
during his visit, there probably would’t even have 
been a mention of his visit on the national news, aside, 
perhaps, from a quick “meanwhile, Vice Presidenrt 
Quayle was campaigning in California” Instead, we 
played parts in a Right Wing“training film” as it were 
— feeding all the gay-bashing, family values paranoia. 
We probably alienated a few Chinatown residents as 
well and probably aided the campaign of Bruce Her- 
shenson, William Dannemeyer and right-wingers 
elsewhere; probably won a few votes too. 

Occasionally, timing-wise, being able to lull the 
Right into a false sense of security and voting with our 
conscience can be more effective — like a booby-trap 
set to spring on the unsuspecting — than this 
moment’s emotional outburst, however justified. 
Sometimes “revenge is a dish best served cold.” Tim¬ 
ing and tactics win wars, sometimes over greater 
numbers and greater force.

No Monopoly on Queer Show Biz 

In his recent article about Josie’s Cabaret and Juice 
Joint, Bill Taggart suggests that Josie’s and its booker, 
Donald Montwill, holds a monopoly as the only venue 
for gay performers in this city. The subtle, but un¬ 
mistakable premise of the article is that the gay per¬ 
formance world is a monolithic one, that there is one 
style, one venue, one czar and one location. I would 
like to suggest that Mr. Taggart suffers from a rather 
advance case of myopia. 

To the best of my knowledge, there is not a city, state 
or federal ordinance prohibiting anyone from open¬ 
ing another gay club in San Francisco. And for those 
performers “who don’t make the Montwill cut” there 
is in fact a wide range of outlets for a wide variety of 
gay and lesbian performers. In the past two weeks 
alone, the adventurous entertainment seeker could 
find gay and lesbian performers at Klubstitute, 
BRAVA! For Women in the Arts, Climate Theatre, El 
Rio, The Clubhouse, Athens By Night, Elbo Room, 
DNA Lounge, Esta Noche, Life On The Water, The 
Campus Theatre, Club Uranus and The Albion, to 
name but a few. 

If Mr. Taggart is suggesting that any venue outside 
the Castro does not count, as he seems to suggest with 
the statement that “the situation may be different” if 
Theatre Rhinoceros moves into the Castro next year, 
then he is asking for the centralization of gay perfor¬ 
mance venues and the creation of a sort of gay enter¬ 
tainment ghetto. This, I believe, is a sad and dangerous 
sentiment at any time, and especially now, when our 
political and religious leaders are so boldly an¬ 
tagonistic toward us. Gay and lesbian performers and 
audiences are everywhere; we have a right to be 
everywhere and we damned well better hold our 
ground rather than barricade ourselves in any single 
neighborhood or club.

I was deeply distressed to see a reprinting of a re¬ 
cent Homoture item regarding my current project 
“SEX IS ...” in your paper’s Out There column. 

This piece suggests that “Like Fran Liebowitz and 
John Waters before him, Marc Huestis has begun to 
give the impression of someone who is prepared to 
dine out on the same story for the next 20 years... see¬ 
ing the same old tired faces on video over the last 2 
years is not exciting.” 

I would like to suggest to the authors that it requires 
incredible effort and total persistence to make a film. 
If I was to give up on the subjects I chose (“those same 
old tired faces” that were carefully chosen to reflect 
the broad spectrum of our community) there wouldn’t 
be any film. These are thoughtful, perceptive, heart¬ 
felt and articulate spokespeople with distinct points 
of view; not to be thrown away like last year’s drag. 
One only has to be reminded that “The Times of 
Harvey Milk” took five years to make. Was Mr. Eps¬ 
tein supposed to discard Harvey and “the same old 
tired faces” that appeared in his film after two years? 

I realize I have had to come to the community more 
than a few times to ask for support. Foundations and 
individuals that traditionally give to gay documen¬ 
taries have steered clear of helping fund SEX IS.... 
quite probably because of the open and honest depic¬ 
tion of sexuality. Since I myself live at a near poverty 
level, my two existing options are to either fold up the 
tent, or engage in grassroots fundraising such as 
benefits and houseparties. I certainly am not ready to 
give up, and must do what it takes to keep this pro¬ 
ject alive. 

As for the comment of “dining out on the same story 
for twenty years”, unless some miracle cure occurred, 
I think my plate will not be at that table. I, like many 
of my status, live one day at a time. 

This kind of item serves to help no one. We should 
live in a community that fosters creativity and sup¬ 
ports thoe who are making gay film. I implore you: 
can we all get along?

As the producer of the documentary work-in¬ 
progress SEX ISI want to respond to the mention 
of SEX IS ... in your column, “Out There”: The An¬ 
nals of Queerdom, in the Oct. 15 issue of B.A.R. I want 
to thank you for the mention, but wish to express my 
dissatisfaction with how and why you have reprinted 
the item that appeared in issue No. 5 of Homoture. 

Let me begin by saying that as producers, both Marc 
Huestis and I have been working on the project for 
over two years (three years in Marc’s case), without any 
financial compensation. We both are working at other 
jobs enabling us to scrape by—paying rent and eating. 
Not “dining out” on the same story for the next 20 
years as the item states. 

We believe SEX IS... to be a film whose time has 
come. The documentary will explore the meaning of 
sex and sexuality in the lives of gay men, with maturi¬ 
ty and depth. Although Marc Huestis has been mak¬ 
ing gay films in this community for the past 15 years 
and has a body of well-respected films to his credit, 
raising the funds necessary to advance with this pro¬ 
ject have been a nightmare. Foundations that usually 
support independent, not-for-profit documentaries, 
have, in most cases, stayed clear of this project. We 
receive rejection letters every few weeks explaining 
that “no monies are available at this time, but good 
luck on your project.” Our only available means of sup¬ 
port has been through grassroots community organiz¬ 
ing. We are fortunate in having a close-knit 
community that sees the need in supporting its own. 
As gays and lesbians, we can be proud of this attribute 
when it comes to helping ourselves. 

If it seems that we have been holding lots of benefits 
around town, we have. The proprietors of local clubs 
and theatres like Josie’s Cabaret & Juice Joint and the 
Castro Theatre have generously allowed us to have 
fundraising events at their venues. We have been and 
will continue to hold “house parties” with small 
groups of supporters until we have enough money to 
get the piece completed. 

I cannot comprehend the lack of understanding 
about what goes into the making of a feature film, or 
the amount of time necessary to get an independent 
film made. Does anyone know that it took Jenni Liv¬ 
ingston, the director of Paris Is Burning, five-and-a- 
half years to fundraise for her documentary? Do peo¬ 
ple remember the five years of fundraising it took Rob 
Epstein to make The Times of Harvey Milk ? 

Independent filmmaking today requires large 
amounts of capital, as well as remendous stamina and 
tenacity. We will continue with our efforts to make 
SEX IS... a reality. We have been invited to the 1993 
Berlin Film Festival and we hope to be able to have 
the funding necessary to reach that goal. I would hope 
that Mr. Julian will see the need for greater communi¬ 
ty support with future mentions in his column. As 
gays and lesbians, we need to stop our infighting and 
work toward the common good for all our people. 

We will stop having to appeal for funding when 
foundations see the importance in funding projects 
like this one. Meanwhile, until that time, financial con¬ 
tributions for SEX IS... can be sent to Outsider Pro¬

Current polls show former 
San Francisco Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein with a double-digit 
lead in her Senate race 
against John Seymour, the 
hand-picked puppet of Pete 
Wilson. Feinstein, long a sup¬ 
porter of gay rights, has 
earned our support in this 
election, and I’m glad to see 
many gay and lesbian Repub¬ 
licans — most of whom have 
never voted for her before — 
are planning to support her 
November 3. 

I have personally known 
Dianne for nearly 17 years, 
and while I have disagreed 
with her on more than one is¬ 
sue, I don’t know of another 


woman in public life so dedi¬ 
cated. 

It seems some arcane Sen¬ 
ate rules could give her an 
important seniority edge over 
other freshperson senators 
elected on November 3. Since 
hers is a “special election” for 
the two remaining years of 
what was originally Pete Wil¬ 
son’s term, Seymour’s ap¬ 
pointment is good only until 
the November 3 election re¬ 
sults are certified, according 
to the California secretary of 
state’s office. If the polls hold 
for Feinstein and the expect¬ 
ed big victory for her be¬ 
comes a reality, she could be 
sworn into office within a

couple of days of Election Day. 
That could give her priority 
in important committee as¬ 
signments. 

We need Feinstein in the 
U.S. Senate (as we do Bar¬ 
bara Boxer). She has pledged 
to make the AIDS epidemic 
one of the very top issues of 
her Senate term; she has long 
supported rights for gays and 
lesbians (her incumbent GOP 
opponent urged Wilson’s veto 
of the gay rights bill last year), 
and has agreed to co-sponsor 
national gay rights legislation 
in Washington. I consider Di¬ 
anne to be a true friend of 
our community; her conserva¬ 
tive opponent is not a sup¬ 
porter of ours and, like Wil¬ 
son, has proven that he is our 
enemy. 

As California’s next senior 
United States senator, Di¬ 
anne will represent our 
community in particular, as 
well as all Californians in gen¬ 
eral, very well in Washington. 
Boxer and Feinstein will 
make history as the first pair 
of women ever to represent 
the same state as well as be¬ 
ing from the same political 
party. I heartily recommend 
that you vote for both women 
when you’re at the polls help¬ 
ing to elect Bill Clinton pres¬ 
ident of the United States on 
November 3. The gay and les¬ 
bian community will be as¬ 
sured of having two very 
good friends in the United 
States Senate. 

Politics and people 

California will elect 53 
House members next month, 
the largest delegation of any 
state, and with Democrat¬ 
ic Party registration up for 
the first time in 16 years 
while Republican regis¬ 
tration has fallen off, some 
seats once considered “safe” 
for the GOP are now leaning 
toward the Democrats. With 
Clinton’s expected lopsided 
victory in the state, his being 
at the head of the ticket could 
spell real problems for the 
GOP. A record number of 
women and Latino candidates 
are also seeking House seats 


in the state this year. 

A poll I saw this week 
shows Angela Alioto and 
Tom Hsieh in a real shout-out 
to become the next board 
president, with Alioto in a 
slight lead. 

And what do I think about 
the state Proposition 165? It’s 
nothing more than Pete Wil¬ 
son’s welfare power-grab 
measure and deserves a 
strong no vote. 

And this normally obscure 
race is getting mean, but if 
you ask me, BART Director 
Mike Bernick has earned our 
vote in the 9th District race. 
Not only has Bernick been a 
strong supporter of gay and les¬ 
bian candidates and our issues 
over the years, but his four- 
year fight for domestic part¬ 
ners at BART paid off this 
year; our community can use 
more victories like this, and 
more friends like Mike Ber¬ 
nick. 

Political has-been Bill Dan- 
nemeyer was crisscrossing 
Oregon this past weekend in 
an effort to pass Ballot Mea¬ 
sure 9, which defines homo¬ 
sexuality as “abnormal and 
perverse.” Dannemeyer, leav¬ 
ing Congress as its most hat¬ 
ed member, called the anti¬ 
gay measure an “important 
battleground for this cultural 
war.” Polls show the bigoted 
measure headed for defeat, 
despite the millions being 
poured into the measure by 
fundamentalist right-wing 
groups. 

Barbra Streisand will per¬ 
form November 18 for the 
LA AIDS Project, and the 
6,500 seat Universal Amphi¬ 
theatre is expected to sell out 
with some tickets going for as 
much as $1,000 each. 

Think this guy has prob¬ 
lems? With less than two 
weeks until Election Day, 51 
percent of California voters 
say they do not know enough 
about John Seymour to even 
think about voting for him; in 
contrast, Dianne Feinstein 
has a 91 percent name-recog¬ 
nition factor in the state. 

When the new Congress 
convenes in January, bigger 
paychecks will be waiting. 
Salaries for House and Senate 
members are going up 3.2 
percent or to $133,644 (plus 
monthly travel mileage pay 
and perks too numerous to 
mention). 

No sooner had Dan Quayle 
referred to Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan during his debate with 
Gore last week (“... I was 
with the Democrat mayor of 
San Francisco who was sup¬ 
porting our idea,” boasted 
Quayle) than the mayor’s of¬ 
fice put out a press release re¬ 
iterating Jordan’s support for 
Bill Clinton. 

The handwriting on the 
wall? After the White House 
put out offers to more than 
400 House Republican con¬ 


gressional candidates to be 
videotaped with President 
Bush for campaign purposes, 
only 22 GOP candidates ac¬ 
cepted the offer. 

Measures in 14 states (in¬ 
cluding California) would lim¬ 
it the terms of House and 
Senate members, but a host 
of legal scholars are waiting 
to take this to the high court 
because many believe it 
would violate the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

If Bill Clinton wins, many 
at City Hall expect Super¬ 
visor Roberta Achtenberg to 
be offered a high post in his 
administration (does deputy 
attorney general sound pret¬ 
ty good?). Hell, why not the 
top job at the Justice Depart¬ 
ment? 

With the debates over, Bill 
Clinton and Ross Perot look¬ 
ing the best (although some 
feel that George Bush pulled 
at least even in Monday’s 
show), the last two weeks will 
determine whether we have a 
new start with Bill Clinton — 
a man who supports the 
rights of gays and lesbians, 
promises an “all-out war” 
against AIDS, would allow 
gays in the military, and ap¬ 
point gays and lesbians to 
high office — or another four 
years of an anti-gay Republi¬ 
can president who cares noth¬ 
ing about us and, in fact, se¬ 
cretly detests us.

Hokey Smokes — 
It's The Last Drag

Virginia Slims seems to be 
targeting lesbians these days 
with ad campaigns that look 
remarkably dykey. First there 
was the k.d. lang-look alike 
kicking up cowgirl boots, 
then came the pseudo-biker in 
a yellow leather jacket pre¬ 
tending to take a wide turn. 

Because these ads have 
turned up in the Castro and 
on Valencia Street, there’s no 
doubt in my mind that the 
sponsors of the tennis circuit 
that brought us Billie Jean 
King and Martina know how 
many of us there are. 

And they want us to be¬ 
lieve that we’ve come a long 
way, baby. 

Calvin Klein and Donna 
Karan also know how to use 
dyke appeal to sell their 
wares. And with all the 
straight women out there 
who are beginning to dress 
like dykes, I can’t tell if the 
fashion industry is marketing 
to us, or if they are actually 
marketing us to straight 
America! 

While I’m not convinced 
the fashion world has our 
best interests in mind, I am 
certain the tobacco industry 
does not. When tobacco com¬ 
panies target us, they are con¬ 
cerned neither with our 
stylishness nor our health. 

And why not target us? 
According to the Coalition of 
Lavender Americans on 
Smoking and Health 
(CLASH), surveys indicate 
that lesbians and gay men 
smoke 61 percent more than 
the general population. 

Knowing that lesbians and 
gay men struggle with so 
many addictions—drugs, alco¬ 
hol, food—and knowing that 
many, myself included, have 
found it easier to give up one 
addiction by replacing it with 
another, it is no surprise that 
so many of us find a kind of 
comfort in knowing that 
cigarettes will be less disrup¬ 
tive in our day-to-day lives 
than other binges. 

Strategists at R.J. Reynolds 
don’t give second thought to 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol’s indication that second¬ 
hand smoke may weaken peo¬ 
ple’s immune systems, a po¬ 
tentially serious health risk to 
people who are infected with 
the HIV virus. I doubt R.J. 
Reynolds and company care 
much about the health of les¬ 
bians and gay men at all. 

So, if you find yourself in 
the mood to tick off support¬ 
ers of Senator Jesse Helms, or 
if you want to save your own 
health, CLASH is sponsoring 
a campaign called The Last 
Drag to help lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexual people 
kick the habit. 

And where would one go 
to find CLASH? 

On Market Street, at Va¬ 
lencia, tucked between a car¬ 
pet store and a home services 
center. There waits an incon¬ 
spicuous doorway that leads 
up to an extraordinary office 
— Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services. 

The Last Drag is just one 
of the many programs de¬ 
signed by the women at 
Lyon-Martin. Named in honor 
of Phyllis Lyon and Del Mar¬ 
tin in recognition of their pio¬ 
neering civil rights work for 


the lesbian community, the 
non-profit clinic has been 
committed to providing qual¬ 
ity, affordable health care to 
women since 1979, with a spe¬ 
cial emphasis on lesbian 
health care needs and out¬ 
reach to women of color, low-

income women, older women, 
and differently abled women. 

Like Good Vibrations, 
Women’s Training Center, 
and Old Wives’ Tales book¬ 
store, Lyon-Martin is the kind 
of place that all women — 
lesbian, bisexual and straight 
— should go just so they 
know the range of possibility, 
so they see what it feels like 
to have space designed specif¬ 
ically for women. I suspect 
that men who visit will feel 
the difference too. 

Although the clinic was 
founded by lesbians to serve 
lesbians, the understanding of 
what that means has evolved 
over time. Marj Plumb, exec¬ 
utive director at Lyon-Martin 
for the past three years, said, 
“We still identify ourselves as 
lesbian, but we realize that all 
women need access to appro¬ 
priate health care. Because 
lesbians are everywhere, we 
have learned to outreach in 
different ways. First, we see 
lesbians and gay men coming 
in together, for instance to 
parent children or to support 
each other in the effort to quit 
smoking. Second, we are em¬ 
powered, as a lesbian clinic, 
to make it comfortable for 
heterosexual and bisexual 
women.” 

And the reception area re¬ 
flects commitment to that out¬ 
reach. The walls are postered 
with information about pro¬ 
grams administered at the 
clinic: The Birthing Project, a 
program for lesbians, gay 
men and bisexuals of color 
considering parenting anony¬ 
mous HIV testing services 
for women with HIV; the 
LYFE program serving gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and ques¬ 
tioning youth; Time Out, an 
evening for gay men consider¬ 
ing parenting; and many 
more. 

The bookshelves house an 
impressive social service re¬ 
ferral directory, and pam¬ 
phlets range from the “Les¬ 
bian Health Care” packet to 
information about cervical 
caps. You can find explana¬ 
tions of breast self-exam, safe 
sex, substance abuse, chronic 
fatigue syndrome, iron defi¬ 
ciency anemia, and AIDS, as; 
well. 

Almost unheard of in 
health care, Lyon-Martin, 
which has always operated on 
a sliding scale, has actually 
lowered its fees. “We want to 
continue that trend,” said 
Plumb. And to do that she 
hopes that more women who 
have insurance or who can af¬ 
ford to pay for services will 
consider Lyon-Martin for 
their health care needs. 

In the three years Plumb 
has been with Lyon-Martin, 
she has overseen tremendous 
growth. The staff has gone 
from seven care providers to 
20—including physicians, 
nurse practioners, and 
physician assistants. The 
number of patient visits a 
year has increased from 3,500 


to 12,000, and the operating 
budget has risen from 
$250,000 to $1 million. 

“Because of our reputation 
for providing health services 
for low-income women, many 
who can afford to pay have 
felt they would take up space 
here. But we need those 
women too,” Plumb said. To 
that end, Lyon-Martin is now 
listed with some Preferred 
Provider Organizations. 

Maybe we have come a 
long way. But then there’s the 
Virginia Slims ad which 
quips “Hey, if you think fe¬ 
male bonding is all about hair 
spray and nail glue, you’re ob¬ 


viously stuck in the past.” 
And I know they don’t really 
mean the kind of female 
bonding I’m thinking of, yet 
they hope to raise my heart¬ 
beat along with every other 
dyke’s in America... and raise 
their profits. 

It reminds me that we 
have to consider conse¬ 
quences beyond the immedi¬ 
ate satisfaction of an adver¬ 
tisement that hints at our ex¬ 
istence. Do we want to be tar¬ 
geted by companies making 
goods that are lousy for our 
well-being? 

Maybe there’s a great deal 
more satisfaction in knowing 


that some women aimed to 
serve the health care needs of 
lesbians and bisexual women 
back in 1979. And today, they 
seem to be right on target. 

Whether you are due for a 
pap smear, in need of family 
planning, looking for anony¬ 
mous HIV testing, or simply 
in search of information 
about your body, please make 
time to take responsibility for 
your own mental and physical 
health. 

Many of us have come a 
long way, baby. And it would 
be nice if we could all be 
around to make the journey 
to come, together. ▼

Prominent Perot-nista 
Vows To Vote for Clinton

Los Angeles real estate fi¬ 
nancier Debra Olson, who has 
been independent presiden¬ 
tial candidate Ross Perot’s li¬ 
aison to the lesbian and gay 
and civil rights movements, is 
switching her vote to Demo¬ 
crat Bill Clinton. 

“For the first time in histo¬ 
ry gays and lesbians have the 
opportunity to show their 
strength in numbers, influ¬ 
ence and concern for social, 
political and economic poli¬ 
cies,” Olson said in a phone 
interview October 20. “I 
deeply wish that Ross Perot 
had not pulled out of the race 
in July and had not kept Ad¬ 
miral Stockdale on as his 


vice presidential running mate 
because I feel he truly would 
have had a chance to win. He 
would have been a excellent 
leader for the next four years 
to turn the country around 
and set an example for rest of 
the world. 

“However, I feel fantastic 
about the fact that Bill and 
Hillary Clinton are going to 
be in the White House. I hope 
that gives the message to the 
religious right who control 
George Bush that they are 
truly the minority voice and 
that the majority of people 
are about tolerance and ac¬ 
ceptance,” Olson said. “There¬ 
fore I intend to vote for Bill 
Clinton and A1 Gore and 
hope that the independent

movement Ross Perot 
sparked will continue as a 
massive call to action for all 
concerned citizens regardless 
of color, sexual orientation or 
party affiliation.” 

Olson said she is con¬ 
cerned about the “very strong 
conservative Republican in¬ 
fluence within the Perot 
camp” and constantly experi¬ 
ences homophobia, contrary 
to Perot’s commitment to 
non-discrimination. 

“I wrote a letter to [nation¬ 
al coordinator] Orson [Swin¬ 
dle] with copies to Perot and 
several gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists reminding them of Per¬ 
ot’s courageous July statement 
regarding gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues and strongly suggesting 
that we fax that to all 50 state 
coordinators of United We 
Stand, America, many of 
whom are conservative,” Ol¬ 
son said. “And given that Or¬ 
son was the Hawaii state 
chair of the Perot petition 
committee and worked for 
two Republican administra¬ 
tions, I don’t know if he hon¬ 
estly knew how Perot felt. I 
also reminded him how Ross 
gave me and [gay San Fran¬ 
cisco County Coordinator for 
the Perot Petition Committee] 
John Gooding permission to 
publicly voice his sentiments. 

“On his way to the [Octo¬ 
ber 19] debates, Orson called 
from his car phone and told 
me, ‘I didn’t know Ross had 
made the statement. When 
did he do this? It’s better not 
to fax it to all 50 state offices 
because it’s such a volatile is¬ 
sue and we should basically 
lay low with it.’ ” 

Olson said the people sur¬ 
rounding Perot are “thinking 
like politicians” and that 80 
percent of Perot’s original 
grass-roots support is no

longer with United We Stand, 
America. “The leadership that 
Ross Perot has put in place 
has systematically hurt the 
grass-roots movement for po¬ 
litical change in California,” 
Olson said. “There is a sense 
of an exclusive club being 
formed [that is] more interest¬ 
ed in political maneuvers to 
gain a position for them¬ 
selves.” 

But her switch to Clinton 
does not mean Olson will 
stop working for third party 
politics. On November 14 Ol¬ 
son is inviting all independent 
groups, including United We 
Stand, America, the New Al¬ 
liance Party, the Peace and 
Freedom Party, the Natural 
Law Party, the Libertarian 
Party, and the Green Party, 
to meet to discuss “develop¬ 


ing truly spiritual principles” 
and forming a coalition third 
party movement. 

“My personal goal is to 
bring together all the inde¬ 
pendent political groups with¬ 
in the country that have the 
same basic philosophy to 
clean out the barn and contin¬ 
ue to do what Mr. Perot start¬ 
ed — to show that there is total 
corruption in government. It 
is now a profession to be a 
politician and that’s not what 
our forefathers and foremoth¬ 
ers intended — they wanted us 
to be of service and help to 
the average citizen. 

“We are citizens of the 
world,” Olson said, “and 
we’re in a very scary critical 
time on many levels. We need 
a total transformation.” ▼ 


KRON-TV's Gay Policy and Garrett 
Glaser Score Hits With B'casters

In another first for the gay 
community, openly gay corre¬ 
spondent for “Entertainment 
Tonight” Garrett Glaser and 
four other out lesbian/gay 
members of the National Les¬ 
bian and Gay Journalists’ As¬ 
sociation (NLGJA) attended 
the annual gathering of the 
Radio/Television News Di¬ 
rectors Association (RTNDA) 
and argued for more news 
coverage of gay issues. 

Glaser had been invited to 
speak on the “Minority Im¬ 
ages in the Media” panel at 
the Sept. 24-27 event in San 
Antonio, Texas, by RTNDA 
Executive Director Eric Swan¬ 
son after much persistence by 
NLGJA. The workshop at¬ 
tracted about 700 out of about 
1,600 news directors from 
around the country. Of the 
“prime-time” panel of six par¬ 
ticipants, Glaser’s remarks 
were the best received, Swan¬ 
son said in a phone interview 
from his office in Washing¬ 
ton. “He was funny, witty, 
and to the point,” Swanson 
said of Glaser. “There was 
not one hostile remark. I only 
heard great comments.” 

Glaser started his remarks

by thanking RTNDA for 
their “timely and forceful” 
protest of the expulsion of 
Gay Cable Network reporters 
from the Republican Conven¬ 
tion in Houston. “It is testimo¬ 
ny to the changing climate 
surrounding news coverage of 
lesbian and gay issues,” 


Glaser told the crowd. “Cov¬ 
erage is improving, but inci¬ 
dents like the one at the con¬ 
vention still occur. They’re a 
prime example of the stereo¬ 
typing driven by prejudice in 
our society.” 

Glaser also passed out lit¬ 
erature from the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation and a two-page 
synopsis of San Francisco 
television station KRON’s 
policy paper called “The Mul¬ 
ticultural Newsroom.” 

“KRON has the most pro¬ 
gressive policy in the country, 
in terms of hiring, promotion, 
and coverage of issues,” 
Swanson said. “Our point was 
that your station should re¬ 
flect your market.” Swanson 
said the KRON paper was 
also well-received. “If this 
happens at management lev¬ 
els, everything else will fall 
into line. That’s the focus of 
our efforts.” 

Glaser said later that a few 
closeted news directors and 
staff people quietly ap¬ 
proached him and confided 
that they were gay. He said 
he gave them membership 
applications to NLGJA. ▼

Oregon Bigots Ordered To Pay Photographer $3IK

The Oregon Citizens Al¬ 
liance (OCA) and its commu¬ 
nications director, Scott Lively, 
were ordered by a Multnom¬ 
ah County Circuit Court jury 
October 6 to pay a total of 
$31,000 in damages for bat¬ 
tery against former Just Out 
photojournalist and lesbian 
Catherine Stauffer at a Port¬ 
land church. The jury also 
dismissed the OCA’s counter¬ 
claim against Stauffer for 
criminal trespass. 

Stauffer had sued the OCA 
and Lively for battery, con¬ 
tending Lively had used ex¬ 
cessive force to forcibly eject 
her from an OCA meeting 
October 8, 1991, at the Port¬ 
land Foursquare Church 
where an anti-gay video 
called “Gay Pride?” was being 
premiered. The OCA filed its 
counterclaim, affirming she 
had not been invited to the 
OCA event and had refused 
to leave the premises when 
asked. 

Stauffer’s lawsuit conten¬ 
ded she was grabbed, shoved, 
thrown into a wall, picked up 
and dragged out of the 
church. As a result, her law¬ 
suit said she had “suffered 
hurt, anxiety, pain, humilia¬ 
tion, embarrassment, and 
physical and psychological 
trauma.” By its decision to 
award damages, the seven- 
woman, five-man jury agreed 
with Stauffer. 

The OCA was ordered to 
pay $1,197.50 for economic 
damages, $20,000 for non-eco- 
nomic damages (“pain and 
suffering”) and $10,000 in 
punitive damages. Lively was 
ordered to pay $500 in puni¬ 
tive damages. 

The 23-year-old Stauffer 
testified that she had received 
a postcard announcing the Oc¬ 


tober 8 OCA event, and con¬ 
sidered it an “invitation” to at¬ 
tend. She had previously 
been receiving printed mate¬ 
rials and information from 
the OCA, she said. 

Stauffer said she told Live¬ 
ly at the gathering that “if you 
have a problem with me or 
find anything I do offensive, 
ask me and I’ll go.” “Then 
Lively said, ‘No, you’ll be leav¬ 
ing now,’ and he grabbed me 
by my arm,” she said under 
questioning by her gay attor¬ 
ney, Bradley Woodworth of 
Portland. 

She testified that she was 
almost knocked to the ground 
by the force of Lively’s as¬ 
sault, was pushed across the 
room, grabbed from the back 
and lifted up by Lively, who 
“touched her breasts” in the 
process, and was dragged by 
her hands by Lively out the 
door and dropped on the side¬ 
walk. The skirt she wore to 
the church — entered as evi¬ 
dence — was torn in the al¬ 
tercation, she testified. 

Although she called the po¬ 
lice soon after the assault and 
filed a police report, the Mult¬ 
nomah County deputy district 
attorney decided not to pros¬ 
ecute Lively for battery after 
reviewing the police report. 

Dr. Kip Hard, a Portland 
chiropractor who treated 
Stauffer, testified that Stauf¬ 
fer had suffered from “pin¬ 
point pain, headaches, [and] a 
dull ache in the right arm,” 
and diagnosed her as having 
muscle strain and cervical 
strain. 

Dr. Jean Furchner, a li¬ 
censed clinical psychologist 
who counseled Stauffer, testi¬ 
fied that Stauffer told her she 
seemed to have “no drive” 
and was having difficulty 
with her photographic assign¬ 
ments for Just Out 


Dr. Furchner described 
Stauffer as “not one who 
loves battles.” OCA attorney 
Bruce McCain moved to strike 
all the testimony from both 
doctors, but it was denied by 
Judge Imperati. 

Lively testified that he had 
not used excessive force in 
removing Stauffer from the 
church. “I never tried to hurt 
her,” he said. “It was pretty 
obvious to me that it was 
kind of like a passive resis¬ 
tance.” he said. 

“We were showing a cam¬ 
paign video,” he testified, 
“which was the premiere 
showing, and this was the rea¬ 
son why we didn’t want to 
have people coming in that 
weren’t part of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

“I reached around, picked 
her up, and walked her to the 
door. But I never threw her 
on the ground,” he said. 

Lively said the video 
showed parade footage of the 
1990 and 1991 Gay Pride Pa¬ 
rade in San Francisco. “It was 
extreme behavior that really 
showed our position why we 
were opposed to the promo¬ 
tion of that behavior here. We 
didn’t want -anyone in there 
who was from the political 
opposition taking information 
back, trying to pre-empt us.” 

Lively testified that when 
he saw Stauffer that day he 
didn’t “know if she was a les¬ 
bian or not. I did recognize 
her as a gay rights activist.” 

Multnomah County Circuit 
Judge Samuel J. Imperati em¬ 
phasized in opening remarks 
that the trial would “not be¬ 
come a forum for debate on 
the OCA’s agenda, those op¬ 
posing or favoring Ballot 
Measure 9, nor a forum for 
discussion of the pros and 
cons of anyone’s sexual orien¬ 
tation.” The judge stuck by 
that statement throughout the 


four-day, often tense trial. 

Former Multnomah Coun¬ 
ty Deputy District Attorney 
Peter Ackerman, now a private 
attorney in Portland, testified 
as a hostile witness for the de¬ 
fense. 

McCain attempted to force 
Ackerman to impeach Stauf¬ 
fer’s earlier testimony. Mc¬ 
Cain reiterated that Stauffer 
had allegedly told Ackerman 
that she had been asked more 
than once by Lively and the 
OCA’s Multnomah County 
chairman, Bill Casey, to leave 
the church. Ackerman testi¬ 
fied he could not recall most 
of their conversation. 

Judge Imperati had earlier 
admonished McCain for men¬ 
tioning in his opening re¬ 
marks Ackerman’s “declina¬ 
tion to prosecute” Lively for 
battery: “I told counsel in 
chambers that the reason for 
Ackerman’s not filing charges 
was irrelevant to this case.” 

Judge Imperati said that “it 
was crystal clear” what he 
had told counsel in chambers. 
“Either you misunderstood or 
you lied to this court,” the 
judge told McCain. 

The OCA will appeal, Mc¬ 
Cain said, after the decision. 
He said that “there was a 
very critical piece of informa¬ 
tion the jury didn’t see.” Un¬ 
der questioning from re¬ 
porters, he said it was Acker¬ 
man’s memorandum on the 
interview with Stauffer. 

Ackerman told this re¬ 
porter after the trial that the 
memorandum had not been 
admissible as evidence be¬ 
cause it was “hearsay.” Acker¬ 
man said that when he was a 
deputy D.A., he had “no pas¬ 
sion and no prejudice” regard¬ 
ing his official decisions. 

On the first day of the tri¬ 


al, photographer and former 
Just Out Editor Linda Kliewer 
had started to take photos, 
and was recognized by Mc¬ 
Cain. McCain objected, saying 
Kliewer was a witness and 
therefore had to be excluded 
from the courtroom. Bradley 
Wentworth, Stauffer’s at¬ 
torney, objected to McCain’s 
contention because Kliewer’s 
list. 

McCain then added Kliew¬ 
er’s name to the defense wit¬ 
ness list along with that of 
Inga Sorensen, a reporter 
for Alternative Connection. 
This legal maneuver removed 
Kliewer from photographing 
the first two days of trial. Nei¬ 
ther Kliewer nor Sorensen 
was ever called as a witness. 

According to Stauffer, the 
attack on her “was a big kick 
in the face.” She now works 
in a Portland bookstore, and 
no longer does any photo¬ 
graphic work. 

Stauffer’s mother, Ann 
Tholen — a procedures/sys¬ 
tems analyst, linguist and for¬ 
mer CIA employee — was 
present throughout the trial, 
and testified briefly about the 
attack’s effect on her daugh¬ 
ter. 

She said that “Catherine 
has just not been herself’ in 
the year since the assault. 
Tholen added, “It’ll take some 
time for her to get back on 
her feet.” 

Stauffer did not appear in 
the courtroom when the ver¬ 
dict was read, as she report¬ 
edly could not tolerate being 
around Lively anymore. But 
at a news conference the next 
day, she blasted Lively for his 
vicious attack on her, and 
blamed the OCA for creating 
the current climate of fear 
and hatred in Oregon. T 


Oregon Bigot: 
I'm Not Gay 


Scott Lively, communica¬ 
tions director of the Oregon 
Citizens Alliance (OCA) — 
backers of Ballot Measure 9 
— tried to portray himself via 
his testimony at the trial that 
he is not totally anti-gay. He 
admitted he was “against that 
lifestyle” but doesn’t hate the 
individuals who practice it. 

He said that “throughout 
my life I’ve known gay peo¬ 
ple. I have a very close rela¬ 
tive who is a lesbian. 

“I think the closest thing 
that indicates where I stand 
on this is, about a year ago I 
took in a homosexual man 
who was dying of AIDS for 
the last year of his life.” Live¬ 
ly said the man’s name was 
“Sonny.” The man was later 
identified as D.L. “Sonny” 
Weaver, a former bartender 
at the Family Zoo in Port¬ 
land, who had a police record 
for drug-related activities. 

“He had become a Chris¬ 
tian, informed his former 
friends of his lifestyle and got 
kicked out of his apartment,” 
Lively testified. “He had been 
a homosexual for 20 years, 
and we loved him. He was 
part of our family and 


we went to church with him. 
We had a separate apartment 
downstairs for him,” Lively 
stated. 

“We were a little afraid of 
the disease, AIDS, but we felt 
as Christians that we needed 
to extend that compassion to 
people. He ended up being 
part of the family. I was there 
the night he died,” Lively 
added, his voice trailing. 

Lively did not explain ex¬ 
actly how he met Weaver. A 
few months before he died, 
Weaver appeared on at least 
two TV programs with Lively 
in which he denounced his 
former gay life. 

On the final day of jury de¬ 
liberations, Lively was asked 
by a Portland TV reporter 
off-camera about rumors cir¬ 
culating throughout the gay 
and lesbian community about 
his personal life, specifically 
alleged homosexual activities 
in Portland parks and else¬ 
where. 

Lively told the reporter: “I 
do not practice homosexual 
activities. I am not a homo¬ 
sexual. Even if I were, I 
wouldn’t tell you.” ▼

A gay San Francisco police 
officer assigned to Mission 
Station has been honored 
with the monthly “My Fa¬ 
vorite Cop” award for Octo¬ 
ber 1992. 

Officer Ray Benson re¬ 
ceived the award during a 
noon ceremony at the 
Brasserie Restaurant at Em- 
barcadero 3 on Tuesday, Oc¬ 
tober 20. 

Benson, a 12-year veteran of 
the department, was cho¬ 
sen for the award by a combi¬ 
nation of citizen ballots and 
the recommendations of fel¬ 
low officers.

Community Groups Request 
Voice in Police Chief Choice

More than 25 representa¬ 
tives from a variety of com¬ 
munity and legal groups met 
with Mayor Frank Jordan on 
October 16 to urge Jordan to 
seek community input into 
the selection of the new chief 
of police. 

Some 33 people have ap¬ 
plied for the post left open by 
the Police Commission’s fir¬ 
ing of Richard Hongisto last 
spring. The post is currently 
held by acting Chief of Police 
Tom Murphy, himself an ap¬ 
plicant for the position. 

“We expect the selection 
will be wrapped in about 30 
days,” said Bob Forsyth, Jor¬ 
dan’s press secretary. “The 
mayor listened to the sugges¬ 
tions about community input 
during the meeting but made 
no promises.” 

“We strongly demanded , 
that there be community in¬ 
put during the interview pro¬ 
cess,” said Michael Thomp¬ 


son, executive director of 
Community United Against 
Violence. “The process needs 
to be open to women, people 
of color and gays and les¬ 
bians.” 

Other groups attending the 
two-hour meeting with Jordan 
included the American Civil 
Liberties Union, Chinese for 
Affirmative Action, the Na¬ 
tional Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People 
and activists groups ACT UP/ 
San Francisco and Bad 
Cop/No Donut. 

“By including these groups 
in the selection process, we 
believe you have the opportu¬ 
nity to begin the new chiefs 
tenure with a broad level of 
support and cooperation 
rather than concern and per¬ 
haps even suspicion,” several 
members of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors wrote in a letter 
urging the mayor to seek 
community input. 

The letter was signed by 
Supervisors Carole Migden, 


Roberta Achtenberg, Harry 
Britt, Willie B. Kennedy, Jim 
Gonzalez, Angela Alioto, 
Kevin Shelley and Terence 
Hallinan. 

A selection panel, including 
Police Commission President 
Harry Low and former San 
Jose Police Chief Joseph Mc¬ 
Namara, was appointed by 
Jordan to review the appli¬ 
cants and forward their rec¬ 
ommendation of finalists for 
the post to the mayor for con¬ 
sideration. 

“I left the meeting feeling 
like they already knew who 
they wanted. They weren’t 
planning to interview. What 
does that tell you?” Thomo- 
son told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Of the applicants, Murphy 
and newly appointed Mission 
Station Captain Tony Ribera 
are considered strong con¬ 
tenders for the post, although 
the city has conducted a na¬ 
tionwide search for appli¬ 
cants. ▼

Halloween in the Castro 
will provide revellers with a 
little of everything, including 
nostalgia, this year.

Although organizers are 
specifically encouraging par¬ 
ticipation by elementary 
school students from the Cas¬ 
tro area, children from 
around the entire Bay Area 
are invited and expected to 
join in the contest. Once the 
winner of the contest is cho¬ 
sen, all the costumed youths 
will have a parade from the 
stage to Collingwood Park. 

Later that evening, the 
adults will get into the act 
when their festivities begin at 
8 p.m. They, too, will have a 
costume contest, as well as 
entertainment provided by 
the singing group Enrique, 
singer Enzo Lombard, mem¬ 
bers of the Sisters of Perpet¬ 
ual Indulgence from Seattle 
and Les Soeurs de Perpetual 
Indulgence from Paris, Ruby 
Begonia Bidet (with choreog¬ 
raphy by David Nash), and 
others.

South Africa Celebrates 
Third Pride Parade

About 3,500 jubilant gays 
and lesbians marched from 
the University of Witwaters- 
rand to Johannesburg’s Pieter 
Roos Park October 10, in 
South Africa’s third and 
largest gay/lesbian pride pa¬ 
rade. 

The party wound through 
Braamfontein, Hillbrow, 
which is the gay neighbor¬ 
hood, and Parktown for more 
than two hours. 

“Gumboot dancing, ululat¬ 
ing lesbians and black free¬ 
dom songs permeated the 
march,” said Gerry Davidson, 
editor of the country’s gay 
newspaper, Exit. 

“For the first time there 
were ... more black marchers 
than white,” Davidson added. 
“What a breakthrough in our 


once Calvinist, paternalist, 
colonial, apartheid society.” 

Religious gays and a bisex¬ 
ual group joined the parade 
for the first time this year. 
Fifty members of the mostly 
“coloured” bisexual group 
ABIGALE showed up from 
Cape Town. (“Coloured” is 
distinct from “black” and 
refers to people who are a 
mix of two or more races, 
Davidson said.) 

In Hillbrow marchers were 
encouraged with cheers, flow¬ 
ers, streamers and balloons, 
and by several hundred peo¬ 
ple who spilled into the street 
for the parade’s last stretch. 

A group of Christians 
walked along the parade 
route heckling the marchers 
but they left after the Gay 
and Lesbian Organisation of 
Witwatersrand’s Graeme 
Reid and editor Davidson at¬ 


tacked their van and ripped 
down the anti-gay posters af¬ 
fixed to it. 

A pre-march rally hosted 
by GLOW featured speakers 
from the Transvaal Organisa¬ 
tion of Gay Sportsmen and 
Women, International Social¬ 
ists in South Africa and Sun¬ 
day’s Women. Greetings were 
read from the African Nation¬ 
al Congress Women’s League, 
the Communist and Demo¬ 
cratic parties, and scores of 
gay organizations in Aus¬ 
tralia, Europe and the Amer¬ 
icas. 

A post-parade carnival fea¬ 
tured a fashion show hosted 
by leading fashion houses, 
black dance groups, a lesbian 
choir, bands, food, and stalls 
giving away everything from 
terra-cotta pots to condoms. T 


Sexual Pickpocket Confesses but 
Victims Won't Give Oral Evidence

KENNESAW, GA. - A 
man accused of taking the 
wallets of unsuspecting vic¬ 
tims while he distracted them 
with “other sensory diver¬ 
sions” is now in police cus¬ 
tody. Arrested was Wayne 
Gilbert Kain, 50, formerly of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

So far, Kain seems to be 
cooperating with police, being 
quite frank and honest about 
his modus operandi. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the victims are not be¬ 
ing as cooperative. 

“He was using the I.D.s,” 
said Sergeant Dave Raptner 
of the Kennesaw Police De¬ 
partment. “We’ve been calling 
some of the victims and ask¬ 
ing if they’re missing their 
wallets. They say ‘yeah*’ but 
when we ask how they came 
to lose their wallets they say 


something like ‘I was in the 
rest area and it just got lost.’ ” 
Even when asked outright, 
they deny having had sex with 
Kain. 

According to Raptner, 
Kain has admitted to per¬ 
forming oral sex with differ¬ 
ent men “in the front of their 
cars. While doing this,” Rapt¬ 
ner said, “Mr. Kain would lift 
the man’s wallet, either from 
the jacket pocket or pants 
pocket.” 

Without the cooperation of 
the victims, it is doubtful that 
Kain will be charged with 
sodomy or theft. The primary 
charges against him now stem 
from forgery; police allege 
Kain used identification se¬ 
cured from the wallets to cash 
checks he stole from mailbox¬ 
es. Using a chemical sub¬ 
stance that police refuse to 
identify, Kain allegedly 


washed the ink off the checks, 
made them out again to corre¬ 
spond to a name on one of his 
stolen identification cards, and 
then cash them. 

Kain was apprehended at 
his motel in Kennesaw. Sev¬ 
eral wallets that had been re¬ 
ported “missing” and five 
checks reported stolen from 
Atlanta-area mailboxes were 
allegedly found in his posses¬ 
sion. 

According to Raptner, 
“[Kain] is wanted for forgery 
in Cincinnati and [on] similar 
charges in Springdale [Ohio].” 

Ironically, Kain had just 
given a seminar at an Ohio 
bank — on the subject of how 
to avoid fraud such as his al¬ 
leged crimes. 

“He’s been doing this a 
long time,” said Raptner. 
“This guy is a professional.” ▼ 


Peer Counseling Program 
Offered Nationwide

A national program under¬ 
written by Burroughs Well¬ 
come that matches HIV-posi¬ 
tive speakers with audiences 
of similar professions has 
been launched by New York- 
based pharmaceutical publish¬ 
ing company NCM. 

The HIV Peer Network, 
according to the project coor¬ 
dinator, Nina Monti, includes 
more than 30 professionals 
from around the country who 
speak to their professional 
colleagues about HIV issues 
in the workplace. 

Network members visit 
places of employment and 
trade association meetings to 
present their perspectives and 
needs as HIV-positive people. 

“For example, we just had 
a call from a real estate direc¬ 
tor that one of their employ¬ 
ees recently announced that 
he was positive and asked if 
we could send a speaker,” 
Monti told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “It’s going great.” 

Interwoven in the speak¬ 
er’s presentation, according to 


Monti, is basic AIDS educa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s like AIDS 101. Speak¬ 
ers talk about living with HIV 
infection, how you get it, how 
you don’t,” she said. “Although 
people are becoming more 
educated and sophisticated, 
there are still clearly some 
myths and we’re hoping to 
help dispel them. In some 
cases we send health care pro¬ 
fessionals along with the 
speaker to answer questions,” 
she said. 

Requests for speakers 
from the HIV Peer Network 
have ranged from small 
groups in rural Washington 
state to large conventions of 
professional organizations on 
the East Coast. 

“We just scheduled a 
physician’s assistant to speak 
to the National Academy of 
Physician’s Assistants. We 
had a nurse practitioner with 
HIV infection speak to a na¬ 
tional convention of nurse 
practitioners. We’ve had 75 
speaking engagements since 
July,” Monti said. 

Whether the speaker is ad¬ 


dressing boardroom-level ex¬ 
ecutives or hourly wage em¬ 
ployees, the personal insights 
of an HIV-positive peer are 
likely to have more impact 
than any other single com¬ 
munication vehicle,” said B.J. 
Stiles of the National Leader¬ 
ship Coalition on AIDS in a 
press statement about the 
program. 

Although Monti said the 
program is nationwide, she 
said that there were not many 
requests for speakers for the 
Northern California area be¬ 
cause there are already many 
speakers programs and ser¬ 
vices that address AIDS in the 
workplace. 

A study published in the 
American Journal of Public 
Health in February showed 
that the more people know 
about HIV infection and the 
way it is transmitted, the 
more favorable their views to 
HIV-positive co-workers. The 
study, conducted by the New 
York Business Group on 
Health, also established that 
people look to their employ¬ 
ers for information. ▼

Berkeley Students and Faculty 
Protest Anti-Gay Military Policy

Military recruiters sparked 
a protest at the University of 
California at Berkeley Octo¬ 
ber 20, when students, faculty 
and administrators held a ral¬ 
ly at the Boalt Hall School of 
Law. 

Demonstrators denounced 
the U.S. Marine Judge Advo¬ 
cate General Corps’ presence 
on campus and the university 
policy that allows military job 
recruiting. 

Boalt Hall policy bans em¬ 
ployers who discriminate on 
the basis of national origin, 
race, religion, sex, sexual ori¬ 
entation, or handicap. But 


university policy that allows 
the military to conduct on- 
campus interviews supersedes 
Boalt Hall policy. 

Former UC Berkeley Pres¬ 
ident David Gardner estab¬ 
lished the policy in 1984, ex¬ 
plicitly stating that the univer¬ 
sity will not exclude from on- 
campus interviews any em¬ 
ployer whose hiring practices 
are within the law. 

UC Berkeley Chancellor 
Chang-Lin Tien is leading a 
drive to change that policy. In 
1990, Tien wrote to Secretary 
of Defense Richard Cheney, 
asking him to end the mili¬ 
tary ban on gays and lesbians. 

Boalt Hall Dean Herma 


Hill Kay said that the recent¬ 
ly passed AB 2601 may help 
in the drive to change univer¬ 
sity policy. 

“I hope that the UC policy 
will soon be changed so that 
we can implement the Boalt 
faculty policy forbidding dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual 
orientation,” Hill Kay said. 

In addition to Hill Kay, 
speakers at the rally included 
Kate Dyer, former legislative 
assistant to U.S. Rep. Gerry 
Studds, and Keith Meinholz, 
who is suing the the Navy af¬ 
ter he was discharged for be¬ 
ing gay. T 


Irish Sectarians 
Try To Kill Gays

NORTHERN IRELAND 
—The Irish People’s Libera¬ 
tion Organization, an offshoot 
of the Irish National Libera¬ 
tion Army, firebombed a gay 
bar in Belfast September 19, 
reported The Pink Paper. 

“We have a bomb for this 
queer pub,” one of three men 
shouted as they dropped off 
the device and a fuel canister 
at the Waterfront Pub. 

Bar staff hustled all 200 
gays and lesbians out of the 
club during the three minutes 
before the bomb torched the 
building. There were no seri¬ 
ous injuries. 


IPLO later released a com¬ 
munique taking responsibility 
for the bomb. 

Waterfront owner Jim 
Murtagh called the bombers 
“cowardly bastards. ... The 
scum who did this were clear¬ 
ly trying to kill gays,” he said. 

The Northern Ireland Gay 
Rights Association said, 
“Were it not for the courage 
of the bar staff, there would 
definitely have been scores of 
dead and injured. [We] unre¬ 
servedly condemn the at¬ 
tempt to murder several hun¬ 
dred gay women and men.” 

Three men were arrested 
but had not been charged at 
press time. ▼

ACT UP Does So in Oregon

Two members of ACT UP 
were arrested October 17 in 
Portland, Oregon, after dis¬ 
rupting a speech by U.S. Rep¬ 
resentative William Dan- 
nemeyer at a fundraiser for 
the Oregon Citizens Alliance, 
the group pushing an anti-gay 
constitutional amendment in 
the state. 

The two activists, who 
identified themselves as Luke 
Sissyfag and Jan Lustig, 
posed as OCA supporters to 
gain entrance to the $25-a- 
plate dinner while about 40 
demonstrators rallied outside. 
The amendment, Ballot Mea¬ 
sure 9, would prohibit laws 
protecting lesbians and gays 
from discrimination and it 
will require schools to teach 
that homosexuality is wrong. 

As Dannemeyer began his 
speech, Lustig and Sissyfag 
stood up, blew whistles and 
yelled, “Measure 9 will kill 
people with AIDS. Act up. 
Fight back. Fight AIDS.” 

The activists were re¬ 
moved from the room by 
OCA members. 

“It wasn’t the police who 
arrested me. It was OCA 
thugs,” Lustig said. “They did 
not ask us to leave. They just 
dragged us out, twisting our 
arms. They used excessive 
force. 


“It was the scariest experi¬ 
ence,” Lustig said. “It was ap¬ 
palling. One man blamed ‘hu¬ 
manism’ in the public schools 
for students beingable to think 
for themselves, and that this 
was a gay plot.” 

Dannemeyer and the Nazis 

“Dannemeyer compared 
himself to Churchill fighting 
the Nazis,” Sissyfag said. “It 
was ironic to hear this coming 
from a man who has said that 
he would like to wipe people 
with HIV/AIDS off the face of 
the earth.” 

Oregon State Police took 
the activists to the Clackamas 
County Jail where they were 
charged with disorderly con¬ 
duct and released on bail. Sis¬ 
syfag reported anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment from police. 

Earlier that day, ACT 
UP/Columbia members dis¬ 
rupted a news conference 
held to welcome Dannemeyer 
at Portland International Air¬ 
port. Four activists sprang on 
Dannemeyer and OCA direc¬ 
tor Lon Mabon, shouting, 
“Measure 9 will kill people 
with AIDS. Act up. Fight back. 
Fight AIDS.” 

Later, two ACT UP 
members posed as reporters, 
and Doug Beebe asked Dan¬ 
nemeyer, “Has the OCA 


brought you here to help in¬ 
stitute a quarantine for people 
with AIDS?” Police escorted 
the demonstrators out of the 
building. 

ACT UP said in a press re¬ 
lease that it is working to 
show Oregonians that Mea¬ 
sure 9 will make the AIDS 
crisis worse in the state. Un¬ 
der the proposed measure, 
publicly funded AIDS educa¬ 
tion would be outlawed. ▼

HemaCare Seeks Participants 
For Hyperimmune Therapy

HIV-positive donors who 
are free of symptoms of infec¬ 
tion are needed to participate 
in a clinical trial of Passive 
Hyperimmune Therapy, a 
potential treatment for AIDS. 

The treatment by South¬ 
ern California-based Hema¬ 
Care Corporation injects peo¬ 
ple with AIDS with the 
pooled plasma of people with 
high levels of HlV-neutraliz- 
ing antibodies, in an attempt 
to prevent progressive deteri¬ 
oration of the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

Before the injection takes 
place, the pooled plasma is 
treated to kill HIV and other 
organisms that could lead to 
opportunistic diseases. 

Enrollment for the pro¬ 
gram’s Phase III clinical trials 
began in September, follow¬ 
ing a Phase II double-blind 
placebo controlled-dosing 
study of 225 subjects inaugu¬ 
rated in July 1991. 

AIDS Treatment News 
publisher John S. James has 
written his belief that “donat¬ 


ing the plasma is not believed 
to cause any harm, as the ef¬ 
fective antibodies are quickly 
replaced. 

“Donation, in fact, often 
appears to be beneficial, as 
the body is stimulated to pro¬ 
duced more antibodies and 
the levels rise to be higher 
than they were originally,” 
James wrote in an April 1992 
article about the preliminary 
results observed halfway 
through the one-year Phase II 
trial. 

Preliminary results of that 
six-month data reportedly in¬ 
dicate an increase in T-helper 
cells of study participants, as 
well as a trend of fewer op¬ 
portunistic infections. 


Plasma donors receive 
standard laboratory tests of 
their blood, as well as period¬ 
ic HIV-specific tests of two 
donations of plasma twice a 
month. In addition, donors re¬ 
ceive monetary compensation 
for participating in the trials. 

The Phase II trials seek a 
total of 800 subjects through¬ 
out California. Recipients are 
now being enrolled but will 
not be recruited until 1993, 
pending final approval of the 
trials by the California state 
Food and Drug Board. More 
information about the clinical 
trials may be obtained from 
David Sexton at HemaCare, 
located at 450 Sutter Street, 
or by calling (415) 399-0971.

Migrant Workers Found To Have 
High Rates of HIV, TB, Syphilis 


Poverty and No Documentation Block Access to Medical Care

ATLANTA — Tests of hun¬ 
dreds of migrant farm work¬ 
ers in Florida have revealed a 
high percentage are infected 
with the AIDS virus, tubercu¬ 
losis, and syphilis, the federal 
Centers for Disease Control 
announced October 1. 

Florida health officials con¬ 
ducted tests of 310 migrant 
workers living in 14 camps in 
Immokalee, Florida, during 
February and March when the 
number of workers typically 
peaks. 

Twenty-six, or eight per¬ 
cent, tested positively for 
syphilis. Fifteen, or five per¬ 
cent, tested positive for HIV 
antibodies, the CDC said. 
Four of the 15 were infected 


with both the AIDS virus and 
syphilis. 

Of the 267 migrant work¬ 
ers whose tests for tuberculo¬ 
sis were processed, 44 per¬ 
cent, or 118, were positive, in¬ 
cluding four who were infect¬ 
ed with HIV, the CDC said. 

Figures indicate 64 percent 
of the workers lived away 
from their families during 
farm work, 73 percent lived 
in poverty, and 25 percent 
lacked documentation of legal 
residence status, factors the 
agency said could impede 
their access to medical care. 

The eight percent preva¬ 
lence of syphilis in the survey 
compares to a 0.8 prevalence 
in the national population, ac¬ 
cording to CDC figures. 

The five percent HIV 


prevalence was higher than 
the 3.5 percent reported in 
populations of Belle Glade, 
another Florida agricultural 
community, and higher than 
the 2.6 percent reported in 
migrant farm workers in 
North Carolina. The precise 
magnitude of tuberculosis 
among migrant workers is un¬ 
known, but the risk of tuber¬ 
culosis among such workers 
has been estimated by the 
CDC to be six times greater 
than in the total U.S. popula¬ 
tion. 

Those participating in the 
survey were predominantly 
male, Hispanic or black non- 
Hispanic and foreign-born, 
coming from Haiti, Mexico 
and Guatemala, the CDC 
said.V

Girshick Reestablishes 
Mid-Peninsula Task Force

With the initial goal of 
sending as many lesbians as 
possible to next April’s gay 
march in Washington, D.C., 
Lori Girshick is leading a re¬ 
vived Lesbian Task Force in 
the Mid-Peninsula chapter of 
NOW, soliciting donations 
and conducting a fundraising 
raffle. Girshick, community 
education coordinator for the 
Mid-Peninsula Support Net¬ 
work in Mountain View, re¬ 
cently spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter about NOW 
and the mutual support she 
hopes to see developed be¬ 
tween lesbians and straight 
members. 

“I am devoted to the goal 
of all members of the chapter 
sharing the same concerns,” 
she emphasized, illustrating 
why she wants the entire 
chapter to support sending 
participants to Washington 
and to enlist lesbian workers 
on pro-choice efforts. 

When asked about prob¬ 
lems in conducting such a 
project for lesbians among 
straight women, Girshick 
replied, “People in general 
are still fairly ignorant about 
lesbians and gay men. They 
don’t think they know any 
and therefore see lesbians and 
gay men as different, instead 
of being people like them¬ 
selves. Women in NOW are 


probably more open than 
most people but still feel un¬ 
certain on how to handle such 
things as gay jokes or 
whether they should treat les¬ 
bians differently.” 

Palo Alto Mid-Peninsula 
NOW has over 800 members, 
making it the third largest 
chapter in California. Al¬ 
though there was a lesbian 
group within the chapter for 
many years, it has been inac¬ 
tive recently. Girshick saw a 
need for renewed activity and 
expresses it thus: “Since we 
need to show ourselves, for 
NOW members to realize we 
exist and share similar con¬ 
cerns, we need a separate task 
force. Having this dis¬ 
tinct group lets lesbians see 
we deal openly with such con¬ 
cerns as homophobia and 
helps straight members face 
their own views about homo¬ 
phobia.” 

Meeting on the fourth 
Tuesday of each month, the 
Lesbian Task Force operates 
on an informal but purposeful 
basis, according to Girshick’s 
description. She related that 
there is much sharing of in¬ 
formation from such sources 
as the GLAAD newsletter, 
followed by a 45-minute ses¬ 
sion of postcard and letter 
writing to individuals and 
groups, criticizing the nega¬ 
tives and congratulating the 
positives in matters of gay 


and lesbians concern such as 
advertising. 

“These activities have the 
general effect of raising con¬ 
sciousness and creating 
awareness of common inter¬ 
est,” Girshick said. 

In addition, there are often 
invited speakers, a recent no¬ 
table example being an ad¬ 
dress by Wiggsy Sivertsen, 
lesbian sociologist at San Jose 
State. That presentation gen¬ 
erated discussion from NOW 
members about their own ex¬ 
periences with homophobia. 

A topic of current interest 
is women and AIDS, spear¬ 
headed by Gabrielle Anton¬ 
ovich. “There must be some¬ 
thing rewarding for new 
members to do,” Girshick 
stated and illustrated by cit¬ 
ing a phone bank for solicita¬ 
tion and activity encourage¬ 
ment, plus a voter registration 
drive. 

A native of Stamford, Con¬ 
necticut, Girshick is fast ap¬ 
proaching her Ph.D. from 
Boston College, where she de¬ 
fended her thesis on October 
7. She is currently involved in 
fundraising for a battered les¬ 
bian support group, which 
she intends to facilitate.

TWo HIV, AIDS, 
ARC Vigils Planned 
for October 27

The HIV Vigil at 50 Unit¬ 
ed Nations Plaza will mark 
its seventh year of protest on 
October 27 at a demonstra¬ 
tion in front of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and Hu¬ 
man Services at 50 United 
Nations Plaza. 

The Vigil began in 1985 
when two protesters chained 
themselves to the doors of the 
old Federal Building in 
protest over federal AIDS 
policies and refused to leave. 

The protest quickly gained 
support, and in the following 
months and years became a 
focal point for local protests 
and over the federal response 
to AIDS. 

Although past anniver¬ 
saries of the Vigil have been 
marked with protests, an or¬ 
ganizer of the group told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the 
seventh anniversary will be 
marked quietly. 

“Nothing’s happening this 
year. It’ll be a very quiet gath¬ 
ering of the family and 
friends. We have nothing spe¬ 
cial planned. We’re asking 
people to bring flowers and 
pictures of their loved ones 
and stop by and talk to us,” said 
Larry Paradis, a spokesperson 
for the Vigil. 

Since the protest began, 
more than 40 members of the 
Vigil’s “extended family” 
have died of AIDS, in¬ 
cluding John Belskus, a 
founder of the group. 

Much of the focus of the 


Vigil, in addition to its strong 
political statement, is directed 
toward educating the needs 
of the community and provid¬ 
ing bleach and condoms at 
the site. 

The group distributes 
more than 5,000 condoms a 
month and pays for them 
with donations. 

Paradis said that the pres¬ 
idential elections are foremost 
on the minds of people with 
HIV and that he thinks a way 
of commemorating the 
anniversary of the Vigil 
would be for every supporter 
to “get out and vote.” 

“None of our moral ap¬ 
peals have been met since we 
started and we can’t endorse 
political candidates, but with 
125,000 people dead from 
AIDS, women and children 
still being ignored, poor drug 
access and delays in federal 
benefits, we encourage peo¬ 
ple to look at the presidential 
candidates’ records and then 
go out and vote,” Paradis 
said. 

A dispute at the site in 
1990 led to the group’s change 
of name from the ARC/AIDS 
Vigil to the HIV Vigil, a 
name change and transfer of 
authorization to conduct the 
protest that is recognized by 
the city, which grants the use 
of the land at the site. 

The holders of the title 
“ARC/AIDS Vigil” reportedly 
also plan a protest. That ac¬ 
tion will be held at noon on 
October 27 at the old State 
Building at 455 Golden Gate.

Queer Clout

This summer, I visited 
Chicago, my hometown, for 
about a week (by chance, the 
hottest week of the year). I 
was startled at how many of 
our family and friends asked 
when — not if — we were mov¬ 
ing back. 

I would try to conceal my 
horror at the very notion by 
exclaiming that the Midwest-

ern winters were simply too 
much for me, now that I’ve 
degenerated into a California 
Weather Wimp. But the truth 
is that I feel little choice in 
the matter for two reasons. 
The first, and most obvious, 
is that having AIDS makes 
me wary of leaving the inter¬ 
national capital of HIV re¬ 
search for the rude and un¬ 
der-funded Heartland. 

The second, but equally 
compelling force, is my inabil¬ 
ity to tolerate the pure and 
simple powerlessness of 
Chicago’s Queer community, 
now that I’ve witnessed the 
high degree of clout we have 
here. As far as I can tell, San 
Francisco is the only city in 
the U.S.A. (and maybe the 
world) where the Queer com¬ 
munity has any real power on 
the municipal level. 

In the city we currently 
hold three out of 11 seats 
on the Board of Supervisors 
(Britt, Achtenberg, Migden), 
creating a gay bloc with 
more than a quarter of the 
board’s members. In New 
York, the other major Gay 
Urban Mecca, there are usual¬ 
ly one or two Queers (includ¬ 
ing, at the moment, an open 
HIVer) on the council — but 
out of a total of 50. Chicago, 
which also has a 50-member 
council, has never had an 
openly gay alderman and has 
no prospect of any in the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

Queer Clout is not just the 
result of our direct presence 
on the board, nor even of 
the large, consistent and cohe¬ 
sive voting bloc that puts — 
and keeps? — them there. 
These are but outward mani¬ 
festations of our power. Do 
the city’s frequent militant 
Queer demonstrations occur 
because of that clout, or do 
they cause that clout? Per¬ 
haps both. 

Here alone Queers have 
reached a certain political 
critical mass that secures us 
some measure of civil rights 
and safety. PWAs live longer 
in San Francisco (true fac¬ 
toid!), not just because there is 
better health care — and be¬ 
lieve me, there is — but be¬ 
cause there is the social mus¬ 
cle to make it broadly avail¬ 
able. In short, relative to Illi¬ 
nois, California has a healthy 
political climate for Queers 
and HIVers. 

The Milk seat 

In 1990 a local surge of 
Queer and progressive voting 
counterbalanced a national 
shift to the right. Altho DiFi 
bungled her race against now- 
Governor “Sneaky Pete” Wil¬ 
son, I took solace in the elec¬ 
tion of both Roberta Achten¬ 
berg and Carole Midgen to 
the Board of Supes, where 
they joined Harry Britt (who 
still held “the Milk seat”) to 
create our current gay bloc. 
Tom Ammiano’s election to 
the School Board and some 
ballot proposition victories 
completed the “Lavender 


Sweep” and established San 
Francisco’s Queer community 
as the city’s most potent vot¬ 
ing bloc. 

Currently I fear the re¬ 
verse. While Clinton seems 
likely to bury Bush — at least 
in California — there may 
also be a reactionary anti-gay 
voting surge across the West. 
Homophobic measures are on 
the ballot in both Oregon.and 
Colorado, and while both are 
roundly denounced by the lib¬ 
eral mainstream and trailing 
badly in the polls (tho this 
could be “Duke effect,” the 
tendency of extreme reac¬ 
tionaries to conceal their 
fascistic leanings from poll¬ 
sters), even a good showing 
by the right will Have a chill¬ 
ing effect. Already these cam¬ 
paigns appear to have boost¬ 
ed lethal Queer bashing. 

Locally we have Hongis- 
to’s strong campaign for the 
Board of Supes, implicitly ap¬ 
pealing to the city’s homo- 
phobic and pro-“law-and-or- 
der” types. In addition we’re 
faced with the breakdown of 
the gay-positive progressive 
bloc currently controlling 
the board, and its replace¬ 
ment with a docile majority 
that obeys Mayor Jordan and 
favors the “downtown” inter¬ 
ests. 

Polticos will be watching 
the coming election closely to 
see how the wind is blowing. 
If openly gay (and HIVer) can¬ 
didate Cleve Jones wins a 
spot on the Board of Supes, 
and the same time Richard 
“Read My Nightstick” Hongis- 
to fails, it would be read — 
correctly — as a Lavender 
Sweep, especially if seconded 
by a good showing by openly 
gay and lesbian candidates for 
in other local races (e.g., Angie 
Fa for the School Board, Tim 
Wolfred for the Community 
College Board). 

If, on the other hand, 
Queers lose “the Milk seat,” 
currently being vacated by 
Harry Britt, while the “down¬ 
towners” manage to elect will¬ 
ing pawns like Hongisto and 
Barabara Kaufman (where 
they can join Ann Marie “The 
Goddaughter” Conroy and 
Tom Hsieh) and to pass Prop 
J, the “aggressive pan-han¬ 
dling” law, it will be read — 
correctly — as a mandate for 
Mayor Jordan. No one’s sure 
what Jordan would do with 
such a mandate (least of all Jor¬ 
dan himself) but it most likely 
won’t be very comfortable for 
the Queers. 

Bullet voting 

All of this is muddied by 
several factors. One is the vot¬ 
er turnout, which is calculat¬ 
ed to hit an all-time high this 
year. Low turnout often fa¬ 
vors concentrated voting 
blocs like the Queer vote; 
but it also tends to favor the 
reactionary curmudgeon vote, 
as they are heavily registered 
by absentee ballot which as¬ 
sures a high return rate. Pro¬ 
gressives will be turning out 
in droves to elect Barbara 
Boxer and DiFi to the Senate. 
But might not the conserva¬ 
tives express equal enthusi¬ 
asm for Herschensohn (if not 
Seymour)? Clinton will as¬ 
suredly carry California; but 
will he orovide a progressive 
“coattail” effect as well? 

Then there is the slightly 
bizarre structure of our local 
elections. You’re offered a 
large smorgasbord of candi¬ 
dates — in the case of the 
Board of Supes, a bewilder¬ 
ing 26 — and invited to 
choose your favorite six. Like¬ 



wise, you can vote for four of 
the 17 people running for 
School Board, and four of the 
eight vying for a slot on the 
Community College Board. 

Under such circumstances, 
without any head-to-head 
races, voters tend to be influ¬ 
enced by name recognition. 
This favors incumbents and 
those with strong financial 
backing, and works against 
grass-roots activists and neigh¬ 
borhood representatives. Re¬ 
cent polls suggest that all the 
current incumbents running 
(i.e., Angela Alioto, Tom 
Hsieh, Terence Hallinan, 
Willie Kennedy and Jim Gon¬ 
zales) will win, and that Britt 
could easily retain his seat if 
he chose. Hongisto leads the 
field of non-incumbent chal¬ 
lengers in the polls. 

It’s aggravating not having 
a way to vote directly against 


Hongo, but hard-core Queer 
Nationals can take limited re¬ 
venge by “bullet” voting: only 
casting ballots for openly 
Queer or blatantly pro-gay 
candidates, and simply not us¬ 
ing their “extra” votes. For 
example, the main gay/lesbian 
Democratic clubs have uni¬ 
formly endorsed only three 
aspirants to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors: Cleve Jones, Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan and Sue Bier- 
man. Why not let Angela 
Alioto (the original “Lam¬ 
borghini Liberal”), Willie 
Kennedy (the board’s only 
black member, but notorious¬ 
ly wishy-washy), and Jim Gon¬ 
zales (a radical but a bit of a 
pragmatic grandstander) get 
their votes elsewhere, thus ac¬ 
centing the clout of the Queer 
bloc? 

Ballots cast for Angie Fa 
and Tim Wolfred will certain¬ 


ly be read as a measure of the 
gay electorate. If you don’t re¬ 
ally know or care about other 
candidates for the School and 
College boards, you can en¬ 
hance your votes for the 
Queer prospects by not dilut¬ 
ing them with other, less 
meaningful ones. Voting in fa¬ 
vor of Proposition 161 (aka 
“doctor-assisted suicide” and 
against Prop. 166 (inadequate 
health insurance reform) will 
also contribute to a “Laven¬ 
der Sweep.” 

Overall, the coming elec¬ 
tions are less scary than any 
I’ve seen in the past 15 years. 
But national victories will 
seem less sweet if we get 
trashed locally. Drag your 
friends out to the polling 
places, and show the pundits 
what true “Family Values” 
are! Y

Winds of Change 
Blow from Northeast

[Editor’s Note: This is the 
last in a five-part series about 
the potential effects of Amer¬ 
ican House and Senate races 
upon the lesbian and gay 
community.] 

One of the House’s most 
eloquent backers of gay and 
lesbian rights, Representative 
Steny Hoyer (D), from the 
Washington-suburbs 5th Dis¬ 
trict, is now running in a more 
unfamiliar and more conserva¬ 
tive District. This fall, Hoyer 
will face real estate developer 
Larry Hogan, Jr. (R), who is 
now facing a scandal sur¬ 
rounding a male staffer of his 
who allegedly kidnapped a 17- 
year-old boy at gunpoint and 
forced him to commit sexual 
acts. 

In the state’s rural western 
6th District, state Representa¬ 
tive Tom Hattery (D) is still 
relishing his come-from-behind 
win against long-term incum¬ 
bent leader Representative 
Beverly Byron (D), a strongly 
anti-abortion and anti-gay law¬ 
maker. Hattery, who is being 
characterized as cautiously 
supportive of gay rights, will 
face retired teacher Roscoe 
Bartlett (R) at the November 
polls in this conservative dis¬ 
trict. The race is considered a 
toss-up. 

One of the smallest states, 
Delaware only has one at-large 
House seat where Governor 
Mike Castle (R) walked over 
state Treasurer Janet Rzewnic- 
ki (R) in the state’s September 
12 primary. In the fall, Castle 
will face former Lt. Governor 
S.B. Woo (D) who has run 


failed campaigns in the state 
in earlier years. While Woo is 
pro-gay, reports that the very 
popular Castle has been good 
on gay and lesbian issues are 
leading national gay groups to 
consider backing him in the 
fall. 

In New Jersey, voter ire 
over Governor Jim Florio’s 
1990 tax hikes is still at an all 
time high and incumbents — 
especially incumbent 

Democrats — are being 
warned to watch their backs. 

One of those is pro-gay 
Representative Tom Andrews 
(D) from the state’s Camden 
City-based 1st District. In the 
fall he meets state Assembly- 
man Lee Soloman (R). 

Another is Representative 
Frank Pallone (D), a newcom¬ 
er to the gay rights bill, who is 
running in the largely unfamil¬ 
iar Elizabeth-based 6th Dis¬ 
trict against Republican chal¬ 
lenger. While both Pallone 
and Andrews are both at risk 
of fallout over the Florio mess, 
Pallone is expected to be safe 
as his reconfigured District is 
now more liberal than before. 

Gays are expecting a pick¬ 
up of one gay rights bill co¬ 
sponsor in the state’s new 13th 
District, based in Union City. 
There, Union City Mayor and 
state Senator Bob Menendez 
(D) is the Democratic nominee 
in the overwhelmingly Demo¬ 
cratic District. He will become 
the first Hispanic member of 
the state’s delegation. 

Gay and abortion rights 
forces are targeting one of 
their most ardent opponents in 


the state’s Trenton-centered 
4th District where anti-abor¬ 
tion leader Christopher Smith 
(R) is seeking a 6th term. Pro- 
choice state official Brian 
Hughes (R), the son of a for¬ 
mer governor, is hoping to un¬ 
seat the incumbent in the Dis¬ 
trict which polls 2 to 1 in favor 
of abortion rights. 

And then there’s New 
York. There, Senator A1 
D’Amato (R) is facing reelec¬ 
tion in what is expected to be 
the dirtiest and ugliest race of 
this election year. 

The Democrats started the 
street fight earlier when, with 
former vice-presidential nomi¬ 
nee Geraldine Ferraro taking 
an early lead among a pack of 
four candidates, a free-for-all 
mudfest for that party’s nomi¬ 
nation ensued. After New 
York City Comptroller Eliza¬ 
beth Holtzman successfully 
drove up Ferraro’s negatives, 
state Atty. Gen. Robert 
Abrams ended up with the 
nomination by narrow lead. 

HRCF will now back 
Abrams against the somewhat 
moderate D’Amato, whom 
they excoriate for his placating 
of conservatives in his party 
on AIDS when his state leads 
the nation in AIDS cases. 

In other Empire State 
races, most pro-gay lawmakers 
standing for reelection appear 
safe with a few exceptions. 

In the state’s GOP-leaning 
Long Island-based 4th District, 
gays are backing Phil Schiliro 
(D), former aide to AIDS lead¬ 
er and gay rights stalwart Rep¬ 
resentative Henry Waxman 

(D-Calif). 

In the Manhattan-based 
14th District, Representative 
Bill Green (R), the most piv¬ 
otal pro-gay Republican in the 
House and one of four GOP 
gay rights bill co-sponsors 
there, could be facing a strong 
challenge in the overwhelm¬ 
ingly Democratic District. 

In the Bronx-based 17th 
District, Representative Eliot 
Engel (D), a gay rights bill co¬ 
sponsor, is again facing former 
Representative Mario Biaggi 
(R) who held the seat before 
his 1988 conviction on bribery 
charges. Biaggi was recently 
released from prison on the 
grounds that he was too ill to 
complete his sentence. 

A major risk for gay rights 
backers comes in the Westch¬ 
ester-based 18th District where 
rights bill co-sponsor Nita 
Lowey (D) is again facing for¬ 
mer Representative Joe Dio- 
Guardi (R), who once held the 
seat. Lowey, who won her seat 
from DioGuardi by a narrow 
margin in 1988, is now run¬ 
ning in a more Republican 
District and is in danger of los¬ 
ing the seat. 


The Binghampton-based 
26th District gays are backing 
former state Assemblyman 
Maurice Hinchey (D) who won 
the state’s the September 15 
Democratic primary. 

Connecticut also has its 
share of voter discontent with 
the electorate still enraged 
over Governor Lowell Weick- 
er’s tax increases. Gays are 
hoping the fallout will not fall 
on Senator Christopher Dodd 
(D), a co-sponsor of the gay 
rights bill. His Republican op¬ 
ponent will be businessman 
Brooks Johnson. 

In the state’s New Haven- 
based 3rd District, pro-gay, 
freshman Representative 
Rosa DeLauro (D) is again fac¬ 
ing her 1990 opponent, former 
state legislator Tim Scott (R), 
the leader of the state’s tax re¬ 
volt. Although she is favored 
to win, it is expected to be a 
tough race for DeLauro. 


In the Waterbury-based 5th 
District, conservative African 
American Representative 
Gary Franks (R) is still recov¬ 
ering from a tumultuous first 
term in which he has gone 
through three different staff 
changes. The sole anti-gay 
member of the House’s Black 
Caucus, Franks is facing a 
strong challenge from state 
Representative Lynn Tabor- 
sak, who will run in the gener¬ 
al election as an independent. 
A fighter for progressive is¬ 
sues and a licensed plumber 
by trade, Taborsak is being 
backed by gay groups. 

Rhode Island is expected to 
be sleepy this season, with nei¬ 
ther of its senators up for re- 
election. Both House members 
from Little Rhody, Represen¬ 
tative Ron Machtley (R), who 
is on the gay rights bill, and 


Representative Jack Reed (D), 
who is not, are receiving string 
gay support in their reelection 
bids. 

Massachusetts hold risks for 
gay rights backers, particularly 
for one the two openly gay 
members in its delegation. 

Succinctly, Representative 
Gerry Studds (D) is in the 
fight of his life. Stripped of his 
strongest base of support in 
New Bedford, Studds is now 
left with a reconfigured 10th 
District which is mostly Cape 
Cod based. Studds won the 
party primary by a surprising¬ 
ly large margin against state 
Senator Paul Harold. Studds 
will now face both perennial 
anti-gay independent John 
Bryan and GOP former cabi¬ 
net officer Dan Daly. 

The state’s other openly 
gay lawmaker, Representative 
Barney Frank (D) from the re¬ 
drawn Newton-based 4th Dis¬ 
trict, is considered safe in his 
reelection bid. 

In the western Mas¬ 
sachusetts 1st District, Repre¬ 
sentative John Olver (D) will 
look to win a full term after 
winning his seat in a special 
election last year. Olver, a gay 
rights bill co-sponsor, he will 
again face state Representative 
Steve Pierce (R). 

To the north, Vermont is 
considered likely to reelect 
Representative Bernard 
Sanders (I), the only indepen¬ 
dent member of Congress and 
a strong gay rights backer. 

New Hampshire, not 
known as a haven for congres¬ 
sional gay rights supporters, 
is not attracting much gay in¬ 
terest in its one Senate and 
two House races. There, Gov¬ 
ernor Judd Gregg (R), who has 
an anti-gay record dating to 
his days in the state House, is 
facing businessman John Rauh 
(D) in this conservative state. 


In Maine’s Portland-based 
1st District, voters will see 
sharp contrasts between gay 
rights backer Representative 
Tom Andrews (D) and mili- 
tantly anti-gay L.L. Bean 
heiress Linda Been (R). Bean 
is considered a far right ex¬ 
tremist in the mold of Pat 
Buchanan and has taken to the 
airwaves to attack Andrews 
for backing gay rights. 

In the state’s 2nd District, 
which covers the rest of the 
state, anti-gay, pro-choice Rep¬ 
resentative Olympia Snowe 
(R) is again seeing a challenge 
from state Representative Pat 
McGowan (D). McGowan, who 
is facing an uphill battle 
against Snowe, is also pro- 
choice and is supportive of gay 
rights, though he would not 
co-sponsor the gay and lesbian 
rights bill. ▼

C ountry music super- 
star Garth Brooks re¬ 
cently came out in 
support of lesbian and 
gay families. “If your parents 
are black and white, if your 
parents are the same sex, 
that’s still traditional family 
values to me,” Brooks said in 
an interview discussing his 
new song “We Shall Be Free,” 
which declares, “When we’re 
free to love anyone we choose, 
then we shall be free.” 

Brooks said he has received 
some homophobic mail, about 
which he said, “I don’t know 
where someone gets off telling 
human beings they can have 
some rights and not others.” 

Such support is rare from a 
performer of Brooks’ stature.

'California Lawyer' 

Last month California 
Lawyer, a monthly magazine 
sent to Bar Association mem¬ 
bers statewide, featured an ex¬ 
cellent cover story titled “Gays 
at Law: Life in a Straight-Laced 
Profession.” Written by 
Jane Goldman, the publica¬ 
tion’s executive editor, the 
piece discussed a wide range 
of issues of concern to lesbian 
and gay attorneys. Goldman 
showed an admirable appreci¬ 
ation of the personal impor¬ 
tance of coming out. 

“Many gay and lesbian 
lawyers,” she wrote, “are de¬ 
ciding that hiding their sexual 
orientation is as demeaning as 
hiding their religious beliefs or 
their race.” Goldman discussed 
the psychological toll of re¬ 
maining in the closet, and the 
professional cost of coming 
out. She interviewed lesbian 
and gay lawyers who told 
their stories about harassment, 
discrimination and support. 
She surveyed the policies of 
major law firms on their poli¬ 
cies on nondiscrimination and 
domestic partner benefits and 
on their inclusion of openly 
lesbian or gay attorneys as as¬ 
sociates or partners. 

The magazine has received 
a barrage of hate mail in re¬ 
sponse to the article, a fact re¬ 
ported recently by The New 
York Times. Quotes from let¬ 
ters from outraged lawyers in¬ 
cluded: “Showing two smiling 
gays on the cover illustrates 
how sick our society has be¬ 
come”; “Next year your 
enlightened publication may 
have an attorney and his ani¬ 
mal of choice on the cover tol¬ 
erantly proclaiming ‘Bestiality 
at Law’ “Nothing today is 
more striking in our culture 
than the sexual mania of the 
Jews who edit, write and read 
current publications.”

Times News Group 

The Times Newspaper 
Group, a Santa Clara County 
publisher responsible for five 
free neighborhood monthly 
newspapers in Santa Clara 
County, is developing an ugly 
history of addressing our com¬ 
munity only through hateful 
and misinforming opinion 
pieces. The September edi¬ 
tions of the papers contained a 
truly horrifying column from 
“Theophilus,” the papers’ 
pseudonymous religion writer. 

The column reprinted a let¬ 
ter sent by Santa Clara funda¬ 
mentalist ministers to local 
school districts, demanding the 
end to staff sensitivity train¬ 
ings that address homophobia. 
The ministers accused the 
schools of “forcing teachers ... 
to submit to homosexual in¬ 
doctrination.” The letter also 
stated that “we do not believe 
that the normal gay lifestyle in¬ 
volves permanent relation¬ 
ships” and that “tendencies to¬ 
ward promiscuity, sado¬ 
masochism and pederasty are 
an inherent part of the gay 
movement.” 

Commenting on the letter 
and endorsing its lies, 
“Theophilus” declared “the let¬ 
ter holds out to the political 
sector of our society a much- 
needed call to sanity and to 
caring more about the families 
who constitute our schools 
than the anarchical demands 
of a militant and intolerant po¬ 
litical faction.”

Bruce McKeon says he 
came back from the dead to 
write his new book, which 
New Age gurus predict will 
be a best-seller when it’s 
published next February by 
Los Hombres Press. 

The book, My Letter to 
Shirley, is McKeon’s first per¬ 
son account of his spiritual 
awakening, which occurred 
after he was pronounced clin¬ 
ically dead during an alco¬ 
holic seizure three years ago. 
Twenty-five percent of profits 
from the book will fund Lov¬ 
ing Homes, an organization 
McKeon is founding to fi¬ 
nance housing for people 
with AIDS. 

“I went to what can be de¬ 
scribed as the next plane or 
another dimension, where I 
met what was my spiritual 
guide,” McKeon said of his 
near-death experience that oc¬ 
curred while he was living in 
Boston. “All I remember was 
being asked, ‘Why are you 
here?’ To which I said, ‘I 
haven’t got a clue.’ ” 

Then, McKeon said, scenes 
from his life flashed before 
him. 

“It was me in relationship 
to other people,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “There 
was no sense of judgment, not 
‘This is what you did wrong 
and right,’*but ‘This is what 
you’ve done so far.’ I could 
see I hadn’t developed rela¬ 


tionships with myself and 
with people around me. I said 
to myself, ‘I have to go back.’ ” 

The next thing McKeon re¬ 
members, he woke up in the 
hospital. 

McKeon, 40, said he had 
been alcoholic since age 16 
and, at the time of his seizure, 
had been abusing prescription 
drugs as well. He had at¬ 
tempted rehab before his 
seizure, but was told by one 
counselor that his mind was 
“too distorted from drugs for 
recovery to take place.” 

“Even when they say there 
is no hope, there is hope,” 
said McKeon, who checked 
into an acupuncture detox 
clinic after release from the 
hospital. Three months into 
recovery, McKeon discovered 
a medical record that listed 
him as HIV positive. 

“Why do I have to go 
through this now when I’m 
getting it together?” McKeon 
remembered thinking at the 
time. “I’d already been dead 
once and when your fear of 
death is gone, you look at life 
differently.” 

Later, McKeon found out 
that his HIV diagnosis was a 
clerical error and the hospital 
had never tested him. Look¬ 
ing back at the whole experi¬ 
ence, McKeon described it as 
the catalyst for his spiritual 
awakening. 

“Thinking I only had six 
months to live forced me into 
a spiritual quest that led to 


the path of self-discovery,” 
McKeon said. “I was confused 
about what spirituality meant. 
Having been raised high Epis¬ 
copalian, I associated spiritu¬ 
ality with organized religion 
so I cringed when I heard the 
word spirituality. ... Being 
dead changed a great deal of 
that. I had to get in touch 
with who I was on a spiritual 
level and begin life all over 
again.” 

McKeon wrote his book in 
Key West, Florida, in three 
weeks and had a contract 
with Los Hombres six 
months later. 

McKeon plans for Loving 
Homes to fund AIDS agen¬ 
cies’ housing projects across 
the country. Author Bernie 
Seigel recently agreed to act 
as adviser to the organization, 
McKeon said, and he is seek¬ 
ing others to join a board of 
advisers. He plans to have the 
organization running within a 
year. 

McKeon has won praise 
for his book from New Age 
leaders Sanaya Roman, 
Wayne Dyer, Pat Rodegast, 
and John Harricharan. 

“The gay and lesbian audi¬ 
ence is my main audience,” 
McKeon said. “I wrote this 
book with my audience in 
mind. I believe that substance 
abuse kills more people than 
AIDS and if I can get off the 
sauce and pills, anyone 
can.” ▼

Letter From... New York 


On Sunday, September 13,1 had the misfor¬ 
tune to witness one of the most brutal gay 
bashings in recent times in New York City. So 
why am I writing about it in the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter and not in the New York gay press? 
Simply because what happened afterward is 
something I’m not too proud to talk about in 
front of people I might know. Yet, I think it 
should come out in a publication with readers 
who are just as likely to be bashed as the men 
I saw. 

I had gone out with my roommate to the 
Spike and the Eagle, two leather bars on Man¬ 
hattan’s western edge near the Hudson River. 
At about 1 a.m. we decided to call it a night 
and walked down 22nd Street, watching the 
cruising. When we arrived at a small park I 
stayed and my roommate made his way back 
to the East Village. 

I was standing in the very back of the park, 
cornered by a building and a fence, making eye 
contact with a man who had just arrived. Sud¬ 
denly I heard a lot of voices, and a moment lat¬ 
er approximately 40 people came walking 
down the street. 

I knew we were going to have a bashing be¬ 
fore the bashers did. So did most of the other 
ten or so gay men in the park. The group of 40 
young people, mostly men, were about halfway 
past the park when some of them figured out 
what was going on. One of them entered the 
park and snuck up behind someone he per¬ 
ceived to be a gay man. Quietly, the youth got 
behind him, mimicking his walk for a few sec¬ 
onds, until he pulled the man around and 
punched him in the face. Later I read that his 
nose had been broken. 

All it took was for this one leader to come 
forward and supply the first blow. Once that 
happened, wholesale bashing quickly ensued. 
Most of the other 40 youths had been watching 
from the sidewalk but now they jumped over 
bushes and benches to help with the bashing. 
In no time the victim was on the ground being 
viciously kicked and beaten while many of his 
attackers called out, “We know you’re gay,” 
and, of course, “faggot.” 

In a moment the attackers discovered the 
rest of the gays in the park, including me, 
watching from the corner in stunned silence. 
They began to come our way and we took off 
running east on 22nd Street. 

I narrowly made it to the exit of the park. 
The bashers got within ten feet of blocking me 
from leaving. But as I made it through the exit, 

I heard them laugh a style of laughter that was 
completely guilt-free. To them, a “faggot” run¬ 
ning for his life was a completely hilarious 
thing. I guess they looked upon our running 
away as typical behavior for gutless, weak 
queers. I don’t believe that they will ever com¬ 
prehend that the true cowardice on display was 
theirs. Forty against one (they started with 
one) is a very pathetic display of bravado. 

Now comes the part I have difficulty analyz¬ 
ing. Half a block away from the park, those of 
us who made it out stopped running, noticing 
that the bashers had not followed us down 
the street. We stopped together, and though we. 


did say things to one another occasionally, it 
could not be described as a conversation. One 
young man who said he was from New Jersey 
postured against a railing, smiled from ear to 
ear and said “hi” to me in his cruisiest tone. I 
don’t believe a full minute had gone by and al¬ 
ready the cruising was resuming. 

Not one among us thought to call the police; 
I guess we just assumed they would come. 
They did, within three or four minutes. In fact 
I’m the one who noticed them first. I stepped 
into the street for a better view and when I 
saw the police arrive I said to the others, “Here 
come the cops.” Looking back, I realize I said 
it in an ominous tone, as if it were a bad thing 
to have the cops around. This only goes to 
show how many crimes against gays probably 
go unreported because so many gays, like me, 
have had our belief in the cops completely 
eroded by witnessing their homophobic behav¬ 
ior throughout the years, no matter what city 
you live in. 

It turns out the police picked up the man 
whose nose was broken and another man who 
was right behind me but did not escape the 
park. (Probably it was beating him in front of 
the exit that kept the bashers from following 
the rest of us up 22nd Street.) 

Once the beating was over, the victims 
gone, the bashers scattered all over the neigh¬ 
borhood, we returned to the park. We witness¬ 
es to this horrible event broke the code of si¬ 
lence in cruising areas and spoke in little bits 
and pieces. In a few moments new people be¬ 
gan arriving who had no idea anything out of 
the ordinary had occurred. People began sep¬ 
arating in order to show their availability. 

I went home with one of the other witness¬ 
es. When I brought up the half-hour-old bash¬ 
ing he said, “I don’t want to talk about it,” 
while trying to scrape a hit out of a crack pipe 
he pulled from under the couch. I supposed I 
cruised after the fact because I didn’t want to 
be alone, I wanted to talk about it. This guy re¬ 
fused to talk about it so I left. 

The cops drove the two victims around the 
neighborhood, and with their help they were 
able to arrest eight suspects, all of whom were 
under 20 and had come into the city from Con¬ 
necticut to go to a nearby club. New York’s 
openly gay City Council Member. Tom Duane 
later held a press conference at the site of the 
bashing to say he intends to see that club 
closed down. 

Thirty-something hours later the Monday 
papers came out. The bashing was in all of 
them. I was surprised. I guess I’m so used to 
silently digesting the problems made inherent 
by being gay that I wasn’t even sure 40 people 
attacking gays was news. I guess I would like 
to admit to gays in another city that I’m more 
jaded than I thought I was, and more jaded 
than I want to be, and more importantly, I 
want to change.

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Whistle a Safety Tune 


T he whistle is a symbol 
of strength and unity 
for many, at celebra¬ 
tions, demonstrations 
and actions. We use it to say 
we’re here, we’re queer and 
we aren’t going away. The 
whistle, however, has been 
around a long time as a self- 
defense tool by oppressed and 
threatened peoples, including 
African Americans and, dur¬ 
ing the ’60s and ’70s, 
feminists in the war against 
rape. When we use it to herald 
our presence, strength, and 
visibility, it’s important to re¬ 
member that there are still 
times when we may need to 
blow it for self-defense and to 
ward off or warn of an attack. 

Lesbians, gays, and bisexu¬ 
als are still attacked every day 
in San Francisco. The whistle, 
while a liberating symbol, re¬ 
mains a tool for safety and de¬ 
fense. It’s saved the lives, bod¬ 
ies, and minds of countless 
people in our community. Re¬ 
cently, people blowing their 
whistles during an attack at 
11th and Castro led to the im¬ 
mediate arrest of the alleged 
basher. The whistle works; it’s 
not to be taken for granted. 

Over the years, CUAV and 
other groups have initiated 
campaigns to encourage every¬ 
one to carry a whistle and 
blow it when attacked or 
when witnessing an attack. 
The most recent campaign is 
coordinated by the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence. If you 
don’t have a whistle, get one. 
Contact the Sisters or CUAV. 

Most people agree that the 
whistle is most effective if 
kept on your key chain. When 
you walk down the street, you 
should walk so that your hand 
is on your whistle wherever it 
is: in your pocket, on your 
belt, or in your hands. Then, if 
you are attacked or if you wit¬ 
ness an attack, you are ready 
to blow the whistle early. 

The whistle is a powerful 
symbol for our communities. 
It is also a powerful tool. It is 
this symbol and tool that says 
we are a community unitedl 
against violence. 

Domestic Violence 

As mentioned two weeks 
ago, October is Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Awareness Month. Do¬ 
mestic violence in lesbian and 
gay relationships continues to 
be a problem that few people 
are willing to talk about. Si¬ 
lence = death. To acknowl¬ 
edge this month and to in¬ 
crease the awareness of do¬ 
mestic violence, CUAV asks all 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, trans¬ 
genders, and our allies to take 
the time to ask one friend 
what they think they can do to 
help end domestic violence. 

What can you do? Talk to 
and support someone you 
know is being battered. Volun¬ 
teer at a battered women’s 
shelter, with CUAV’s gay 
men’s domestic violence pro¬ 
gram, or with WOMAN, Inc. 
Maybe you will simply pick 
up the phone to call CUAV or 
WOMAN, Inc. to find out 
more about this insidious 
problem. 

If you need help, seek it out 
— call us. And if you know 
someone who needs help, 
have them call us. CUAV has 
a program for gay men who 
are battered. WOMAN, Inc. 
has programs for lesbians who 
are battered. Men Overcoming 
Violence (MOVE) has services 
for men who batter their part¬ 
ners. As we work to end vio¬ 
lence from without, let’s also 
break the silence and end the 


violence from within. For as¬ 
sistance or further information 
call Women, Inc. (415/8644722), 
CUAV (415/333-HELP), or 
MOVE (415/777-4496). 

Assault Watch 

Preliminary statistics indi¬ 
cate that CUAV received re¬ 
ports of no fewer than 125 in¬ 
cidents of bashing and assaults 
against lesbians and gays from 
July 1 to September 30, 1992. 
There is more than one bash¬ 
ing per day. The problem is 
all too real. What do we do? 
Be prepared. Carry a whistle. 
Don’t walk alone. Resist. Vol¬ 
unteer and work with CUAV, 
the Street Patrol, and other or¬ 
ganizations trying to end the 
violence against us. 

Witnesses Needed 

On Thursday, October 16, at 
approximately 9 a.m., a man 
was chased out of the Mid¬ 
night Sun by another man 
wielding a pipe. The first man 
ran down 18th and up Hart¬ 
ford where he was beaten by 
the second man. If you wit¬ 
nessed this attack, please call 
Greg at 777-5500. Your report 
and testimony are essential for 
prosecution. 

Halloween 1992 

This year the annual Hal¬ 
loween celebration will prob¬ 
ably be the biggest the city 
has ever seen. CUAV will be 
working closely with the Sis¬ 
ters and the Street Patrol to 
make sure this is a safe and 
sane Halloween. Because 
there will be so many people, 
we want to remind everyone 
to watch out for themselves 
and each other. Keep your 
eyes open for the Safety Mon¬ 
itors and Street Patrol mem¬ 
bers wearing SAFETY sweat¬ 
shirts. If there is a problem, let 
them know. All safety will be 
coordinated from a central 
post so if problems occur it 
will be easier to coordinate a 
response. With everyone —in¬ 
cluding the partiers — work¬ 
ing together this will be the 
biggest and best Castro Hal¬ 
loween ever! 

Safety Monitors Needed 

CUAV still needs volun¬ 
teers who are interested in be¬ 
ing trained to act as Safety 
Monitors for the Halloween 
fete. Along with the Street Pa¬ 
trol, CUAV will be coordinat¬ 
ing safety for the night.

Patricia Ireland Talks About 
NOW and Now and Tomorrow

On a recent visit to San 
Francisco, Patricia Ireland, 
president of the National Or¬ 
ganization for Women, spoke 
with the Bay Area Reporter 
about sexuality, feminism, 
and politics. 

Ireland, a 40-something, 
white, career-looking woman 
with twinkly eyes and a firm 
handshake, is known national¬ 
ly not only for her able stew¬ 
ardship of the nation’s pre¬ 
mier feminist organization, 
but also for an announcement 
she made one year ago, as she 
ascended to her current post: 
she is married to a man, but 
lives with her female lover. 

The discussion about this 
subject got off to a rocky 
start, as Ireland bristled at the 
phrase “coming out,” arguing 
that it “implies I was hiding 
who I was before.” 

“The discussion of how I 
live life is not newly open. I 
was never hiding it. Everyone 
knew,” she asserted. And 
when pressed to talk about 
identifying as bisexual, Ire¬ 
land protested, “I think 
there’s a whole spectrum of 
sexuality. By creating one or 
two categories, people put to¬ 
gether labels that are limiting. 
While quite comfortable 
about how I live my life, I 
don’t talk about sexuality. I’m 
a very private person.” 

Ireland reported no prob¬ 
lems from the general public 
or the boys on the Hill about 
her announcement. 

“I’ve received very positive 
feedback,” she said. And from 
those who don’t approve? 
“People are more concerned 
about what kind of leader and 
organizer I am. The nation is 
more concerned with their 
families than with mine.” 

But Ireland acknowledged 
that the issue of lesbian bait¬ 
ing has historically hampered 
the women’s movement. 
Young and old women alike 
are afraid to claim the word 
“feminist” when it carries a 
stigma of difference and po¬ 
tential charges of lesbianism. 

“It’s a very powerful 
weapon and it’s always been 
used against us. As long as 
being called a lesbian carries 
with it the real threat of los¬ 
ing your job, your housing, 
the custody of your own 
child, or the support of your 
own family, it’s a powerful 
threat against women who 
are standing up for our 
rights. 

“On a pragmatic and polit¬ 
ical level, NOW needs to fight 
for lesbian and gay civil 
rights for that very reason. It 
has a terrible impact, especial¬ 
ly on young women who may 
want to fit in and not want to 
be different, and when some¬ 
body’s coming along and 
pointing fingers and saying 
‘You’re queer,’ that can be 
devastating. But young wom¬ 
en are fighting back.” 

And, according to Ireland, 
NOW is fighting back, too. 
For the past few months 
they’ve been working to de¬ 
feat the Oregon and Colorado 
anti-gay initiatives. 

“We cannot let those refer- 
endums pass. They are the 
leading edge of a broader at¬ 
tack,” she said. 

NOW is also busy working 
in several states to pass les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights laws, 
as well as fighting discrimina¬ 
tion against women and 


queers in the military, and 
working to establish domestic 
partners legislation around 
the country. 

Ireland said she is opti¬ 
mistic that the national mood 
is slowly turning in favor of 
lesbian and gay rights. She 
pointed to a recent Gallup 
Poll that shows the 79 per¬ 
cent of respondents oppose 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. 

“The polarizing and vio¬ 
lence that we see in Oregon 
will turn this country around. 
Look at the Republican Con¬ 
vention. When they see Pat 
Buchanan and Pat Robertson, 
people recognize they have to 
get out of their armchairs and 
become active in the political 
process.” 

In addition to lesbian and 
gay issues, NOW is working 
on broadening its own agenda 
to continue to fight an ongo¬ 
ing claim (or in Ireland’s 
words, an “unfair stereotype”) 
that the mainstream feminist 
movement is dominated by 
white, upper middle-class 
women. 

“We have a great diversity 
of class, as well as very effec¬ 
tive and good women of color 
organizations and women of 
color in leadership positions. 
People see the movement 
with blinders. Women of col¬ 
or are invisible.” 

And, she said, NOW works 
to make itself accessible to a 
diverse population by provid¬ 
ing child care, waiving regis¬ 
tration fees, and providing al¬ 
ternate housing at events. 

Ireland is careful about us¬ 
ing the phrase “reproductive 
freedom” instead of “choice” 
or “abortion rights,” because 
she knows that for many poor 
women and women of color, 
the primary issues are not 
only whether they can have 
an abortion, but also whether 
they will be sterilized without 
information or options, and 
whether they will be coerced 
to use Norplant contraceptive 
implants. 

Ireland said that NOW is 
also working to defeat Propo¬ 
sition 165 in California, which 
would cut AFDC grants by 25 
percent and would give Gov¬ 
ernor Wilson unprecedented 
authority to cut funding for 
education, health and welfare 
in case of another budget im¬ 


passe with the Legislature. 

“This state cannot blame 
poor women for the economic 
mess this country is in,” she 
said. 

Ireland expressed hope 
about the future generations 
of feminists. 

“Women need to see why 
all of the issues are part of 
the same picture. What I’m 


encouraged about are the 
women who are coming in 
now — most of them already 
get it. The young women are 
light years ahead of us.” 

Ireland said she supports 
the existence of direct action 
groups like WAQ the Wom¬ 
en’s Action Coalition, whose 
tactics differ dramatically 
from the traditional lobbying 
and advocacy efforts that 
NOW practices. 

“More of everything is 
good. We need to expand the 
movement in all kinds of 
ways. The direct refusal to 
obey unjust laws is an impor¬ 
tant part of moving forward 
as a movement. And right 
now electoral politics are ex¬ 
traordinarily important to 
moving our agenda forward. I 
don’t think we ought to limit 
ourselves in terms of tactics,” 
she asserted. 

And, Ireland said, NOW 
even got into the act recently. 

“We started symbolic non¬ 
violent civil disobedience af¬ 
ter Casey fthe Supreme Court 
decision that left Roe v. Wade 
hanging by a string]” and 
might re-employ that tactic, 
she said, because “nothing 
comes out of Congress that 
hasn’t been compromised — 
and then it gets vetoed any¬ 
way.’ ’ 

But, Ireland said, “We 
need to demonstrate the same 
respect for other people’s 
rights that we want for our¬ 
selves. We can’t win by alien¬ 
ating people. I don’t, for in¬ 
stance, believe in blocking 
traffic.” 

Ireland said that electoral 
politics is the arena she looks 
to for the greatest progress 
for women in the next few 
years. 


“I don’t want to hear ‘The 
Year of the Woman’ ever 
again. The guys had 200 
years, do you think we could 
have more than one?” 

She pointed to an 80 per¬ 
cent increase in the number 
of women running for the 
state Assembly in California, 
and noted that every woman 
running for the Senate is op¬ 
posing a man who either vot¬ 
ed to confirm Thomas to the 
bench or said he would have. 
The one exception is Patty 
Murray in Washington, who 
is running to fill the seat of 
Brock Adams, who resigned 
in response to charges of sex¬ 
ual harassment and assault by 
former aides. 

This election, according to 
Ireland, is likely to double the 
number of women and people 
of color in Congress. She said 
this year’s electorate could 
witness the swearing in of a 
Filipina, a Puerto Rican 
woman, a Chicana, and sever¬ 
al African-American women 
in Congress. 

“We started this century 
winning the vote and will end 
it with political power.” 

One year after the 
Hill-Thomas hearings, Ireland 
is optimistic about the effects 
she sees. 

“What was a loss was also 
a galvanizing event, when so 
many of us saw that oanel up 
there are thought ‘Where is 
anyone who looks like me or 
who’s had my experience?’ 
Women turned our anger into 
activism. All of us have the 
ability and the responsibility 
to take that power into our 
own hands and make 
change.” ▼

who would make recommen¬ 
dations on the issue. 

“Proposition 166 is a 
specious attempt to mislead 
the voters of California,” said 
Laurie McBride of the LIFE 
AIDS Lobby. “It promises to 
deliver health care reform but 
instead closes the door to real 
reform. People with AIDS, 
breast cancer, and other life- 
threatening illness will be the 
losers if 166 passes. It pre¬ 
tends to be an oasis of health 
care reform, but it is only a 
mirage.” 

California Nurses Associa¬ 
tion’s Dodd said that polls 
show 67 percent of voters in 
favor of Proposition 166 at 
first glance. But when they 
learn that the California Med¬ 
ical Association is the initia¬ 
tive’s sole supporter, 37 per¬ 
cent of that 67 percent oppose 
the measure. 

Even if Proposition 166 is 
passed November 3, it may 


never go into effect because 
of the federal Employee Re¬ 
tirement Income Security 
Act, which prohibits states 
from mandating that employ¬ 
ers provide health benefits. 
Only an act of Congress and a 
presidential signature would 
allow Proposition 166 to be¬ 
come law. 

Supervisors Roberta Acht- 
enberg and Kevin Shelley 
also were on hand to de¬ 
nounce the measure. The 
Board of Supervisors on Octo¬ 
ber 5 unanimously adopted a 
resolution authored by Shel¬ 
ley that opposes the proposi¬ 
tion. 

Achtenberg urged voters 
who want to improve health 
care to vote for Gov. Bill Clin¬ 
ton for president. 

“Proposition 166 will be 
devastating to people with 
cancer, diabetes or serious ill¬ 
nesses like HIV?’ Dodd said. 
“Just when you need it most, 
your insurance won’t be 
there.” ▼

The Killing Fields 
Of America

I * 1 ang bang 

Maxwell’s silver 
| \ hammer came 
down on her 
head. Bang bang Maxwell’s 
silver hammer made sure she 
was dead.” My inner ear was 
buzzing with these lyrics as I 
toured “Murder as Phenome¬ 
na,” a new installation of 
photography and multimedia 
works at SF Camerawork. 
There are no photos of muti¬ 
lated corpses in the show, 
but the art which is on dis¬ 
play made me shudder all the 
same. Curator Rupert Jenkins 
calls the exhibition “a photo¬ 
graphic interrogation of mur¬ 
der,” and it is also a strong in¬ 
dictment of the societal condi¬ 
tions which lead to such inhu¬ 
manity. 

In a catalog essay Jenkins 
reminds us that photography 
has often been metaphorically 
linked with the “killing” of its 
subject — Susan Sontag called 
the act of photographing peo¬ 
ple “sublimated murder.” The 
links extend beyond 
metaphor. Jenkins notes that 
the unveiling of the Kodak 
camera coincided with the ad¬ 
vent of Jack the Ripper in 


1888, and that Queen Victoria 
was convinced that an image 
of the killer’s face was record¬ 
ed in his victims’ eyes. The 
work which Jenkins has col¬ 
lected here uses the art of the 
camera to dramatize our 
national fascination and ap¬ 
petite for violent death, as 
well as to memorialize its vic¬ 
tims. 

Most Stirring 

The victim-centered pieces 
stirred me the most. Harlan 
Wallach’s Chicago Murder 
Sites are bleak landscapes of 
crime scenes taken from what 
might be termed the 
“victim’s-eye view.” The view¬ 
er cannot help but identify 
with the victim; these were 
probably the last images seen 
by the murdered. Wallach 
compounds the horror by coi¬ 
laging newspaper accounts of 
the crimes onto the prints, 
juxtaposing the mundanity of 
reportage with the terror of 
each individual act. Ann Hol¬ 
comb’s 62 percent of all acci¬ 
dental deaths occur in or 
around the home 
memorializes the victims of 
12 preventable deaths. The 
work centers on a silverware 
case of a dozen knives — their 


handles mother-of-pearl; their 
blades inscribed with the 
names, birth and death dates 
of the victims. The effect is 
both aesthetically compelling 
and mournful. 

Perhaps the most high-pro¬ 
file piece in the collection, 
NHI, was created by five San 
Diego artists (Debrah Small, 
Elizabeth Sisco, Carla Kirk¬ 
wood, Scott Kessler, and 
Louis Hock) to draw attention 
to the brutal sex murders of 
45 women in that city since 
1985. The fact that these 
women were marginalized in 
life — drug addicts, hookers, 
bikers — accounts for the rela¬ 
tive inaction on their cases by 
the police. The title is alleged¬ 
ly police lingo used in dis¬ 
missing underclass homicides, 
an abbreviation for “No Hu¬ 
mans Involved.” 

This piece seeks to rectify 
the dehumanization of the 
victims by creating heroic 
portraits of them. The fact 
that 37 of the photos are in 
fact stand-ins, women who 
chose to replace the faceless 
victims, only underscores the 
solidarity we feel with them. 

I was greatly moved by the 
haunting power of this por-

501,272 and Counting

A t the opening of J. 
John Priola’s last 
show, visitors had to 
cross a bridge span¬ 
ning a pool of blood in order 
to arrive at the central cham¬ 
ber of a giant heart. His the¬ 
atrical photo-narrative exhibi¬ 
tions have caused sensations 
in venues like SF Camera¬ 
work, Vorpal Gallery, and the 
San Francisco Art Institute. 
Moving from splashes of col¬ 
or to lavishly upholstered en¬ 
vironments, Priola has now 
arrived at an exploration of 
abstract landscapes of num¬ 
bers and facts about the social 
body. 

On the eve of his new 
group show at New Langton 
Arts, Priola traces the pattern 
of his most recent orchestra¬ 
tions for the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter.

Elliott Linwood: Your pre¬ 
vious work involved grand- 
scale objects — large photos 
with aspects of yourself in¬ 
termingled with lush, con¬ 
trolled room settings. How 
has your work evolved, is it 
still as theatrical? 


John Priola: When I first 
discovered photography I did 
self-portraits, trying every 
way to use myself in my 
work. In graduate school this 
approach was compared to 
Cindy Sherman’s, except mul¬ 
tiple-gendered characters in 
my large pictures were 
played by me. In these split¬ 
negative images, I played 
with male and female senses 
of power and role reversals. I 
combined Jungian theories on 
anima as well as classical 
paintings, to make my own 
Sacred and Profane Love, 
The Birth of Venus, and oth¬ 
ers, applying my face to every 
figure. These were a lot of 
fun, because I got to be putas 
and cherubs. 

My work kept getting big¬ 
ger and bigger, therefore my 
work space became smaller 
and smaller. The water short¬ 
age and concerns about pho¬ 
tographic pollutants made me 
want to print smaller, too. 
Out of these practical issues 
came a really interesting for¬ 
mat for me. Now my images 
are much smaller and relate 
to the intimacy of the photo¬ 
graph which attains the emo¬ 
tional proximity I want. 


In your earlier work the au¬ 
dience sometimes had to 
draw back a curtain to view 
it. It seems the recent work 
has less entertainment val¬ 
ue. It has more punch in 
terms of cyclically implicat¬ 
ing the viewer’s sense of 
recognition and guilt, how¬ 
ever. 

There is a strong sense of 
discovery in the smaller im¬ 
age, even though there’s less 
in the frame. You somehow 
get to look at it more and it 
often has more information in 
examining it. 

What are the pictures of 
now? 

Many deal with AIDS 
right now as well as personal, 
intimate relationships. The 
work deals with self-eval¬ 
uation but I think more sub¬ 
consciously than when I used 
my body in the construction 
of the image. In fact, I’ve re¬ 
moved people from the 
frame. It’s gotten more sym¬ 
bolic but I’m still working 
from art history. Much of the 
text and poems I’m using 
tend to be anonymous writing 
from the turn of the century. 
There’s sadness and anger in

Dishonorable 

Intentions

A year before the 
Gulf War, when the 
entire nation 
seemed wrapped in 
yellow ribbons, President 
George Bush initiated a small¬ 
er, yet equally brutal invasion 
of Panama. Portrayed by the 
media as a heroic mission to 
oust then-military dictator 
Manuel Noriega, the reasons 
for the December 1989 inva¬ 
sion are further reaching and 
disturbingly cruel. 

The Panama Deception, a 
video documentary converted 
to film, is currently playing 
at the Roxie Cinema. Daily 
Variety called it “a forceful, 
straightforward condemna¬ 
tion of the Reagan-Bush poli¬ 
cies in Panama.” The film, 
with music by Sting and Jack- 
son Browne, makes bold as¬ 
sertions about the true nature 
of the invasion of this small 
yet pivotal South American 
country. Yet unlike the De¬ 
partment of Defense and its 
supporters, the film, directed 
by Barbara Trent, shows evi¬ 
dence of the widespread de¬ 
struction and killings commit¬ 
ted by 26,000 U.S Marines, 
the Army, and the CIA. 

Currently showing in ten 
cities around the country, the 
film, narrated by Elizabeth 
Montgomery, has already gar¬ 
nered appreciative print re¬ 
views, but scant attention in 
television media. This doesn’t 
deter the determination of 
Louise Hogarth, one of the 
film’s producers, who is also a 
lesbian. “It’s wide distribution 
for a documentary,” she says. 
“Most don’t see the light of 
day for very long.” 

Making Sense 

Hogarth describes the usu¬ 
al audience response as “very 
positive. People’s attitudes 
are, ‘I knew there was anoth¬ 
er reason why we invaded 
Panama. This makes perfect 
sense.’ ” 

The film presents the 
Panamanian invasion as a 
mere practice session for the 
weaponry subsequently used 
in Iraq and Kuwait, including 
decapitating lasers and 
Stealth bombers. Most of the 
bombs were deliberately 
dropped on highly populated, 
low-income urban areas, espe¬ 
cially El Chorillo, a section of 
Panama City. 

But the $10 million holo¬ 
caust didn’t stop there. Pana¬ 
manian professors, journalists 
and dignitaries, fingered by 
President Guillermo Endara 
(whose election, the film as¬ 
serts, was funded by U.S. dol¬ 
lars and CIA operatives), were 
systematically rounded up 
and arrested with no charges 
brought against them. 

The horrific nature of the 
footage (mass graves, piled-up 
decaying bodies) is made 
more obscene by the squint¬ 
ing denials of George Bush 
and Gen. Maxwell Thur¬ 
mond. 

The mayhem resulted in 
40,000 Panamanians left 
homeless and an estimated 
3,500 dead. Many hundreds 
still wait in prisons without a 
trial, while hundreds more lie 
dead in undiscovered mass 


graves. The purpose, the film 
says, was to completely dis¬ 
able the Panamanian army, 
thereby ensuring a renewed 
treaty in which the U.S. 
would retain control over the 
country, thus eliminating the 
Carter/Torrijos Treaty, which 
would have relinquished the 
Canal Zone by the year 2000. 

The vilification of Noriega 
as “enemy” is parroted by 
talking heads Ted Koppel, 
Dan Rather, Peter Jennings, 
and Deborah Norville. De¬ 
spite coming across as nearly 
complicit in a government 
plot, producer Hogarth does 
not see network coverage as 
“a huge conspiracy. It’s kind 
of an insidious conspiracy. If 
you want to get those big in¬ 
terviews at the end of the 
year with the Pentagon,” she 
says, reporters must cow-tow 
to officials. If not, “you’re 
gonna get shut out of those 
interviews with the president 
and state officials. If you want 
your career to go forward, 
you’d better play ball.” 

While most of the footage 
was shot in Panama, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C, and New York 
by director Barbara Trent 
and cameraman Michael Dobo, 
some of the invasion foot¬ 
age is from the Defense De¬ 
partment, obtained through 
the Freedom of Information 
Act. More graphic and damn¬ 
ing images of dead civilians 
were taken by local journal¬ 
ists, some of whom were 
killed, including Manuel 
Becker, who is interviewed in 
the film. Hogarth adds, 
“Some other independent 
journalists smuggled footage 
in from Panama.” 

The Only Good Journalist 

The graphic nature of the 
footage makes the film rather 
one-sided. Pentagon 

spokesman and dough-faced 
homosexual Pete Williams 
shakes his finger like a 
schoolmarm, saying how mil¬ 
itary “folks” aren’t supposed 
to go around taking photogra¬ 
phers’ cameras. The video 
then shows a Panamanian 
photographer lying dead in 
the street, shot by American 
bullets, his camera lying next 
to his bleeding skull. 

Hogarth sees a relationship 
between such lies and imped¬ 
iments toward lesbian and 
gay rights, but not specifically

due to Pete Williams: 

“Whenever you have sup¬ 
pression of freedom we have 
to be concerned. At the Re¬ 
publican convention this year, 
they were targeting a lot of 
different groups. With any 
erosion of freedom, especially 
in the press, all minorities are 
going to have their freedoms 
impinged. As far as Pete 


Williams being gay, I suppose 
it doesn’t have any relevance. 
You’d think he’d be more 
aware of things, but he’s obvi¬ 
ously not.” 

Gen. Maxwell Thurmond, 
who led the invasion, 
also gets his chance to spew 
Pentagon newspeak terms 
like “collateral damage.” Also 
known as Mad Max, Thur¬ 
mond, just one of many other 
notorious military closet cas¬ 
es, died of AIDS last year. 

What is being done in 
Washington to evaluate these 


completely illegal atrocities? 
“There was a report released 
by a House subcommittee 
stating there were no mass 
graves, that they never exist¬ 
ed, which of course is a lie,” 
Hogarth says. “They also said 
that there were less dead than 
reported, about 400 Panama¬ 
nian dead — 90 of those were 
‘innocent bystanders.’ I guess 
that means they just came out 
to watch the war, and then 
they were shot. It’s one of the 
worst documents I ever read. 
The lies are so obvious.” 


At each screening pro¬ 
grams are passed out with 
names of politicians and me¬ 
dia to badger for a clearer ac¬ 
counting of the invasion. “We 
ask the audience to help us get 
the word out,” says Hogarth. 
“We just have to make the 
news media be more respon¬ 
sible. We’re trying to say that 
we can effect change.” ▼

Worlds Collide

I ndecent Materials is an 
odd sort of entertain¬ 
ment, “a theatre piece 
based on the words of 
Senator Jesse Helms and Lar¬ 
ry Kramer.” This pairing 
might just retire the odd cou¬ 
ple trophy, but — perhaps sur¬ 
prisingly, perhaps not — it is 
the Helms segment that is the 
most entertaining. The words, 
parts of speeches delivered by 
Helms in the Senate and var¬ 
ious writings of Larry 
Kramer, are delivered viva 
voce by Anne Darragh and 
John Cowan, in three seg¬ 
ments of varying lengths. 

In the opening segment, 
far too short at 15 minutes, 
Anne Darragh delivers 
Helms’ absurdities with a 
grave solemnity that high¬ 
lights his buffoonery. His ca¬ 
sual dismissal of our lives, 
with regular references to 
“the so-called homosexual 
community,” is both infuriat¬ 
ing and terrifying. Darragh 
gets a laugh every time she 
intones ho-mo-sex-u-al-i-ty, but 
while we’re laughing we are 
forced to remember that this 
character really does have 
power over our lives. Slides 
of Robert Mapplethorpe’s 
photographs appear through¬ 
out the segment, providing a 
wry commentary of their 
own. 

Impersonation Not 

Darragh’s performance is 
no male impersonation, no 
woman in male drag. She 
doesn’t give us a Helmsian 
exterior, but her presentation 
clearly gives us the twisted 
soul of this man. We already 
have plenty of reasons to hate 
Jesse Helms, but thanks to 
Darragh’s brilliantly wicked 
portrayal we now have won¬ 
derful new reasons to laugh 
at him. 

Less successful is the over¬ 
ly long (30 minutes) Larry 
Kramer segment. John Cowan 
does a fine job of inspiriting 
Kramer, and I could find no 
fault with his acting. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Kramer’s writing has 
a consistent subtext: “How 
dare this terrible thing hap¬ 
pen to me?” Kramer whines 
when he should thunder, and 
by overstating his case, he di¬ 
minishes the value of his ar¬ 
gument. 

After 30 minutes of 


Kramerisms (actually, after 
five), I was ready to shoot the 
messenger. Kramer accuses 
those who oppose him of all 
manner of crimes against gay 
humanity, and I don’t deny 



that some of his charges are 
true. But not everyone who 
disagrees with Larry Kramer 
is a homophobic, queer-bash¬ 
ing bigot. AIDS is not the 
only horrible thing going on 
in the world, and by insisting 
that it is, Kramer makes clear 
that his concerns are strictly 
limited to those horrors that 


affect him personally. I won¬ 
der then how he can object to 
others doing the same. 

Fence Mending 

In the third segment, Dar¬ 
ragh returns, as Kramer’s sis¬ 
ter-in-law Alice, and she and 
Kramer attempt to mend 
fences. Unfortunately, we 
don’t have Alice’s words, but 
rather, Kramer’s report of 
what Alice said, and how she 
meant it. Again, Darragh and 
Cowan are quite fine, but 
Kramer’s words have an un¬ 
pleasant self-righteousness, 
and I found myself wondering 
how Alice might have report¬ 
ed the same meeting. 

Should you see Indecent 
Materials ? Absolutely. Anne 
Darragh’s Jesse Helms is a 
wonder, and John Cowan’s 
Kramer is a splendid piece of 
acting. As for the piece itself, 
I can’t help thinking that 
there is a play in this material 
that still needs to be written.

Besame Mucho

I n the most famous kiss 
of all time, the sleeping 
princess is awakened by 
the kiss of the prince. 
David Drake, in his one-man 
show, The Night Larry 
Kramer Kissed Me, describes 
several of those moments of 
being woken to gay con¬ 
sciousness with kisses both 
literal and metaphorical. 

At age six he woke to the 
possibilities of theatre at a 
performance of West Side 
Story. At age 16, with a 
young male date in tow, A 
Chorus Line woke him up 
with the story of the gay 
dancer “that was not my sto¬ 
ry, but was my story.” And 
finally, the metaphorical kiss 
he received from Larry 
Kramer the night he saw The 
Normal Heart changed him 
profoundly and forever. 

Until the debut of his cur¬ 
rent show, Drake was famous 
for his drag roles, stepping in 
as Charles Busch’s replace¬ 
ment in Vampire Lesbians of 
Sodom and playing Miss 
Deep South in the off-Broad- 
way hit Pageant. But here, in 
a series of vignettes that 
straddle that fence between 
theatre and gay activist per¬ 
formance art, writer/per¬ 
former Drake chronicles his 
emerging gay consciousness, 
demonstrates a dazzling dex¬ 
terity with words and charac¬ 
ters, and manages to avoid 
most of the self-indulgent pit- 
falls inherent in solo perfor¬ 


mance art. 

In “Owed to The Village 
People,” an engagingly inno¬ 
cent youngster stuck on Bar¬ 
bie dolls and dresses seeks 
the perfect gift for his moth¬ 
er, who has a mania for danc¬ 
ing around the house to Mo¬ 
town. Finding no new Mo¬ 
town available, he buys her 
the only other dance record 
he knows ... The Village Peo¬ 
ple. 

“Why I Go to the Gym,” a 
hate poem, gives us a hero 
who’s older, has been bashed 
on the street, and spends his 
time “pumping for the lover 
that I don’t have.” He fanta¬ 
sizes revenge, domination: “9 
to 5 broker by day, Master of 
Your Universe by night.” 
Then with “Pines tan over 
Nair tits,” he rails on against 
homophobic bashers and 
looksist queers, against AIDS, 
“the stalking that is going 
down my street.” 

Effective Rap 

Indeed, AIDS is never far 
offstage, as in “12” Single,” 
the most effective of all the 
vignettes, where a rap com¬ 
prised of personal ads, fever¬ 
ish dick fantasies, song snip¬ 
pets, pickup bars, flashing 
lights and a disco beat swirls 
and swirls in a drugged-out 
frenzy, ending as Drake runs 
a knife across his chest while 
reciting a litany of sexually 
charged comments. 

In the final vignette, set on 
New Year’s Eve 1999, Drake 
keeps up a conversation with

his offstage lover while let¬ 
ting the audience in on the 
changes that went down in 
the ’90s. The queer uprising 
in the middle of the decade 
that took many lives but 
made homophobia a thing of 
the past sent Gallo and Dan- 
nemeyer to prison, witnessed 
the outing of Siskel and 
Ebert, and sent Ed Koch into 
hiding in South America after 


the assassination of Leona 
Helmsley. Drake then gleeful¬ 
ly describes the opening of 
the Queer Culture wing of the 
Smithsonian, attended by les¬ 
bian dignitary Amy Carter 
and her lover, Chastity Bono. 

By the way, Larry Kramer 
really did kiss David Drake. 
It happened in 1990 at the 
ACT UP kissing booth at the 
Gay Pride March when 


Kramer discovered that this 
amazing young queer talent 
had been born on the same 
day in June as the Stonewall 
riots. A San Francisco run of 
the show is in the works for 
this spring. ▼

The Forces of 
Excellence

L a Forza del Destino i s 
an extraordinarily dif¬ 
ficult opera to bring 
off in the theatre. In 
operas like La Traviata, three 
good singers can carry the 
show. Forza needs not only 
an absolutely first-class sopra¬ 
no, tenor, and baritone, it also 
needs an equally good bass; a 
solid, gutsy mezzo who can 
sing up to a high C (even 
higher than the soprano); a 
second baritone who must be 
a superb comic actor; and a 
truly great Verdi conductor. 

That the San Francisco 
Opera’s performance of Forza 
last Sunday gave us only two 
of these absolute essentials is 
probably more a comment on 
the state of operatic singing 
today than on anything else. 
But conductor Roberto Abba- 
do and bass Roberto Scandi- 
uzzi (both making their Unit¬ 
ed States opera debuts — once 
again the San Francisco 
Opera scoops the Met!) were 
nothing short of gifts from 
heaven. 

It is hard to believe young 
Abbado, nephew of conductor 
Claudio Abbado, was leading 
Forza for the first time. Un¬ 
der his direction the orchestra 
played brilliantly, constantly 
conveying emotion while also 
maintaining a beauty of tone 
and richness of color that put 


to shame most of the singers 
onstage. Never once in the 
entire afternoon did the or¬ 
chestra overwhelm the singer, 
even in the most climactic 
crescendo. Yet at the same 
time, there was immense dra¬ 
matic power to the perfor¬ 
mance. 

No Slips 

Abbado never let the ten¬ 
sion slip. Every phrase, every 
scene seemed exactly right on 
Sunday afternoon, as if there 
simply was no other way to 
perform it. Even some of the 
less-than-top-drawer music — 
like the gypsy interlude — was 
played just as carefully and 
musically as the most pro¬ 
found parts of the score. 

The only singer onstage 
who was up to the level of 
Abbado and the orchestra 
was Scandiuzzi as Padre 
Guardiano. His rich, dark 
voice conveyed the comfort, 
warmth and authority neces¬ 
sary to the role. 

The soprano, Leona 
Mitchell, once had a beautiful¬ 
ly textured, warm lyric voice 
which was capable of spin¬ 
ning out long phrases with 
high B-flats that made an au¬ 
dience shiver with delight. 
Alas, like so many other lyric 
sopranos, Mitchell ventured 
into the dramatic soprano 
repertory, singing parts far 
too heavy for her voice (like

Leonora in Forza) and it has 
caught up with her. When she 
sang very softly in “La 
Vergine degli Angeli,” there 
were a few moments which 


recalled what had once been. 
But for the most part her 
singing was uneven, with ex¬ 
traordinarily pushed bottom 
tones, scooped high notes and 
a lack of comfort throughout. 

Still, she was a model of 
taste and musicality next to 
tenor Lando Bartolini, who 
seemed to think that tenors 
should stand still, facing the 
audience, sing as loudly as 
possible, and that only the 
highest notes really count. 
Bartolini does have an im¬ 
pressive, ringing top voice, 
and this is no small accom¬ 
plishment. One does, howev¬ 
er, hope someone will con¬ 
vince him to listen to princi¬ 
pal clarinet Philip Fath play 
the long, poignant introduc¬ 
tion to the big tenor aria, “Oh, 
tu che in seno agli angeli,” 
and perhaps pick up some of 
Fath’s beautiful bel-canto 
phrasing. 

Baritone Vladimir Cher¬ 
nov as Don Carlo was also at 
his best when singing loudly 
in his upper range. The rest 
of the time his voice sounded 
as if he were slightly hoarse 
or had a persistent tremolo, 
though it was a treat to get a 
few more bars of “Ah! Egli e 
salvo!” than one usually does 
in live performances. 

Mezzo Judith Forst as 
Preziosilla and baritone Al¬ 
fonso Antoniozzi as Fra Meli- 
tone both coped admirably 
with extremely difficult, some 
might almost say thankless, 
roles. The chorus sang won¬ 
derfully, especially in the con¬ 
vent scene and the Rataplan. 

Lost in Space 

Designer Zack Brown’s 
naturalistic sets were simple 
but for the most part evoca¬ 
tive and pleasant to look at. 


But, unfortunately, some of 
the principal singers, especial¬ 
ly Bartolini and Chernov, of¬ 
ten seemed to have no idea 
what to do or where to go. 
Perhaps producer Sonja 
Frisell spent most of the re¬ 
hearsal time working with 
the crowd scenes, which came 
off fine. But more than once 
the audience tittered at a par¬ 
ticularly awkward bit of stage 
business, such as the ludi¬ 
crous duelling scenes. 

Writing to a friend about 
Forza in 1863, Verdi ob¬ 
served, “The singers do not 
necessarily have to know how 
to manage ‘solfeggi,’ but they 
must have soul, and under¬ 
stand the words and express 
their meaning.” Verdi proba¬ 
bly would not have been 
thrilled with a lot that hap¬ 
pened onstage last Sunday. 
But the performance by the 
musicians in the pit would 
undoubtedly have warmed 
his heart. ▼

Mo Gaffney, A Lady Who Launches 

Laughing Aloud

T ake notes, Oprah. Mo 
Gaffney is the new 
kid on the talk show 
scene, and she plans 
to be around for a while. 

With mainstream televi¬ 
sion hits like Roseanne and 
Northern Exposure promi¬ 
nently featuring gay and les¬ 
bian characters, the boob tube 
is becoming more gay friend¬ 
ly. PBS is even offering In 
the Life with Kate Clinton, 
the first national gay and les¬ 
bian talk show. The revolu¬ 
tion, it appears, will be tele¬ 
vised, and in a very ’90s twist, 
it will take place on talk 
shows. Under the umbrella of 
Comedy Central, there’s al¬ 
ready a haven for the well-in¬ 
formed gay sensibility: Mo 
Gaffney’s feisty talk show, 
Women Aloud. 

In the freshest 30 minutes 
of talk on television, Gaffney, 
who is both host and co-pro¬ 
ducer, addresses being gay 
the way she addresses all top¬ 
ics on her show: it’s no big 
deal — what is, is. It’s politics 
without being political. Ev¬ 
erything is fair game, and it 
all ends up being funny. 
Gaffney labels this refreshing 
attitude “natural.” 

“It’s natural, but it’s unnat¬ 
ural to the status quo,” she 
said in a telephone interview 
from New York where she 
lives and works. “It’s almost 
surprising because we’re not 
used to it. Women, gay peo¬ 
ple, and people of color are 
not the status quo, but they 
are the natural base. It’s a 
white, straight man’s world, 
and everyone else has to have 
a qualification: she’s a lawyer, 
but she’s a woman, or he’s a 
doctor, but he’s black and 
from the ghetto.” 


Seeking Madonna 

Women Aloud is some¬ 
times childish, always irrever¬ 
ent, and unlike anything cur¬ 
rently riding the airwaves. 
Some of the show’s themes in 
its first season were “If Wom¬ 
en Ran the World,” “Unlady¬ 
like Behavior and Why We 
Love It,” “Desperately Seek¬ 
ing Madonna,” and “Growing 
Up Different/Odd.” 

The format of the show 
usually involves Gaffney 
bouncing around the small 
studio mugging up a storm 
and haranguing the small stu¬ 
dio audience. You can also 
count on a stand-up routine 
from one or two (usually fe¬ 
male) comedians and com¬ 
mentary from one “expert” on 
the topic of the day. It’s a lot 
for 30 minutes, but Gaffney 
always seems to carry it off 
with laid-back charm and a 
deliberate lack of talk show 
host skills. 

A typical day on Women 
Aloud might have Gaffney 
greeting the camera with “Hi, 
this is Women Aloud, where 
men are an afterthought.” Af¬ 
ter chatting with her guests 
on oversized black sofas, 


Gaffney might turn to the au¬ 
dience and announce, “I’m 
coming into the audience. Put 
your condoms on.” 

Change of Life 

For Gaffney, her new life 
is quite a change. A self-con¬ 
fessed non-graduate of talk 
show host school, Gaffney 
spent the last eight years co¬ 
writing and co-starring in The 
Kathy and Mo Show: Parallel 
Lives with her friend and 
partner Kathy Najimy 
(Soapdish, Sister Act). The 
hit show toured cities all over 
the country, including San 
Francisco, and won Obie 
Awards for both of its cre¬ 
ators/stars. 

Now that Gaffney has a 
regular day job, she is learn¬ 
ing that anything goes when 
you have your own cable talk 
show. Gaffney loves it. “I’m 
having a great time,” Gaffney 
said. When the show’s cre¬ 
ators approached Gaffney to 
host the show, Gaffney made 
it clear what she would not 
put up with. “I couldn’t not 
state my opinions,” she said. 
“Coming from The Kathy 



and Mo Show, I was used to 
doing and saying what I want¬ 
ed. I have definite opinions, 
and I will offer a definite 
point of view. I like to come 
from a place where you can 
say things and express opin¬ 
ions without apology or qual¬ 
ifications.” 

Gaffney said her network, 
Comedy Central, which is a 
subsidiary of Home Box Of¬ 
fice, has not interfered or cen¬ 
sored any aspect of the show. 
Even the pro-choice show 
drew nary a comment from 
the suits. “They may not 
agree,” Gaffney said, “but 
they are supportive.” 

Dream On 

As if she were making it 
sound too good to be true, 
Gaffney added, “I’m not 
jerkin’ you off. This is not 
representative of the way the 
rest of show business is. 
Maybe this is a dream and I’ll 
wake up and Bobby will be 
alive. No, it’s not a dream. 
I’ve pinched myself plenty of 
times.” 

To explain the philosophy 
of her show, Gaffney offered 
what she would later call her 
“blowhard shit” definition. 

“We are all about what is. 
So someone is gay. You don’t 
ask why — they just are. It’s 
silly to ask why. Just accept it. 


If someone is black, it’s what 
it is. Accept it. Not everyone 
comes from this place, but 
that’s why we have dialogue. 
We have to show people that 
there are other ways of doing 
things. The white, straight 
men have been ruling the 
roost for a long time. It’s al¬ 
most as if we owed them 
something and that their way 
is the way. We should all be 
able to live together, or if not 
together, at least be able to 
live next door to one another. 

“What the show is really 
about is this: we want it to be 
funny, we want to talk about 
important things, and we 
want to offer a little bit of 
hope. With a sense of humor, 
we want to say things won’t 
always be this way. It’s from 
a woman’s point of view.” 


Take This 

Watching the show, it’s ob¬ 
vious Gaffney has found the 
perfect outlet for her incisive 
wit and goofy physicality. She 
giggles and guffaws constant¬ 
ly. Her long, lanky legs are all 
over the place — never simply 
crossed at the ankle like a po¬ 
lite talk show host. She pokes 
fun at everything and every¬ 
one, but always respects her 
audience. “We don’t talk 
down to the audience,” she 
said. “Our audience is smart; 
they are people who can take 
it. We don’t have to draw a 
picture. We can say it like it 
is — they’ll get it, they’ll laugh 
and they’ll appreciate it.” 

As if the rigors of a daily 
talk show weren’t enough, 
Gaffney is also at work on a 
screenplay entitled Bus 


Plunge, with her partner Na¬ 
jimy, who is enjoying a bur¬ 
geoning movie career. When 
asked if she is at all bothered 
by Najimy’s success, Gaffney 
balked. “It is so silly that peo¬ 
ple think I would be jealous 
of Kathy’s success — like, oh, 
Kathy used up that piece of 
success so now Mo can’t use 
it. She’s the funniest person I 
know, and she’s my friend. I 
worked with her for eight 
years! I think because we are 
women people expect there 
to be jealousy, cattiness and 
that we hate each other. 
We’re very supportive of each 
other, but we have two sepa¬ 
rate careers and two separate 
lives.” 

Najimy has appeared on 
Gaffney’s show twice and 
may be returning next season 
if she has a moment between 
movies. Also planned for the 
new season (new episodes 
will start taping next month 
to air in January) is a gay- 
themed show. Gaffney has 
some concerns about this 
show because she doesn’t 
want it to look like “we’re 
trotting out the gay people.” 
She said she prefers a more 
natural approach: 

“As far as anybody knows, 
I’ve already had a lot of gay 
people on my show. I know 
we’ve had some lesbians on 
the show, but it’s not my 
place to say so. It’s theirs.” 

For the new season, 
Gaffney anticipates a raft of 
new guest — one of the aspects 
she likes best about the show. 
Some of her first season 
visitors included Nora Dunn, 
Gloria Steinem, Reno, Phyli- 
cia Rashad, Andrea Martin, 
Carrie Snow, Tama )anow\\z, 
Queen Latifah and Patricia 
Gaffney (Gaffney’s mom). 

“I haven’t been disappoint¬ 
ed by a single guest yet,” 
Gaffney said. ▼

A Room With a View

A few weeks ago, I at¬ 
tended my first Fol¬ 
som Street Fair, hav¬ 
ing just moved here 
from the East Coast. As I 
strolled along, checking out 
the crowd and cruising mild¬ 
ly, I ran into three more or 
less jaded San Franciscans 
who, on discovering I was 
new, decided to play with my 
head and suggested I check 
out a South of Market bar. At 
the end of our conversation, 
one of them was kind enough 
to warn me that the place had 
a back room. 

At 23, I don’t remember 
the “good old days,” and I’m 
not yet used to the abundant 
sexual liberalism this city en¬ 
joys, so naturally my curiosity 
was piqued. I often fantasize 
about what novelist Douglas 
Copeland refers to as vacci¬ 
nated time travel: to travel 
backward in time but only 
with the appropriate vaccina¬ 
tions (I suppose I’d have to 
make do with prescience and 
a box of condoms). From 
what I discovered South of 
Market, it appears a time ma¬ 
chine may not be as necessary 
as I originally thought. 

Starting this spring, I be¬ 
gan hearing the phrase “it’s 
coming back,” referring to an 
apparently recent reinvigora- 
tion of gay male sex after a 
prolonged, stagnant lull. Dur¬ 
ing this period, the non-activ¬ 
ity of “staying home” on Sat¬ 
urday night reached such a 
pinnacle of respectability that 
to “go out” meant you would 
be judged immature or in de¬ 
nial. 

Room for One More 

In search of something, but 
not knowing what that might 
be, I made my way over to 
the bar in question where an 
extraordinary (to me, at least) 
number of men slowly pene¬ 
trated through two openings 
into the back room. There 
were so many people pressing 
against each other, it was dif- 
ficult to maintain any control 
over one’s direction. People 
were torn between maintain¬ 
ing their best butch-and-erotic 


pose and keeping their bal¬ 
ance, as the crowd lurched 
and tripped forward. Even 
the hottest, most unattainable 
stud abandoned his arrogant 
pose and grabbed on to the 
nearest shoulder for dear life. 
Two drag queens sat in the 
corner sipping mai-tais, com¬ 
pletely fixated on all this slip¬ 
ping and sliding, finding all of 
it endlessly funny. 

The room was almost en¬ 
tirely dark, save for a few 
dimmed lights which illu¬ 
mined the bodies sufficiently 
enough to highlight the sex, 
but which were not at the 
same time so bright as to de¬ 
stroy the aspect of anonymity 
that seemed to be a key re¬ 
quirement for this sort of ac¬ 
tivity. Feeling sheepishly 
prudish and virginal, I pushed 
my way toward a back wall, 
placed my leather jacket over 
my lap to prevent access, and 



settled in to make some ob¬ 
servations. 


I was only 12 years old 
when the first case of AIDS 
was reported. When I first set 
foot in a gay bar at age 18 in 
1987, Whitney Houston was 
belting out “So Emotional” 
while Taylor Dayne wailed 
“Tell It to My Heart.” Those 
were dark days for many gay 
men, and even then I realized 
I was coming out of the closet 
in bleak times. People of my 
age group were socialized to 
observe safe sex guidelines by 
our elders, who learned after 
it was too late.

As my eyes adjusted fur¬ 
ther, my idea of what a back 
room was supposed to be like 
was totally blown away. I en¬ 
visioned a back room as a 
dark, bleak, empty abyss pop¬ 
ulated by a few stray, scary- 
looking figures lurking in the 
corners. This, on the other 
hand, was a frenzied, jacked- 
up throng of young men who 
were downright uninhibited 
about dropping their pants 
and going at it. A handful of 
hunky muscle boys, equally 
naked, were standing on top 
of stagelike blocks or bench¬ 
es, waving their dicks into the 
passing mob. 

Sleaze Lane 

The music was an engross¬ 
ing walk down the memory 
lane of sleaze, most of which 
sounded vaguely familiar to 
me. I looked around and tried 
to determine what was mak¬ 
ing me nervous, what was ex¬ 
citing me, and what was turn¬ 
ing me off. The nervous feel¬ 
ing was the same one I felt 
the first time I ever set foot in 
a gay bar, when everything 
looked new, strange, appeal¬ 
ing, exciting, and unbeliev¬ 
able all at once. I decided I’d 
just chill out and watch. 

Sex for gay men seems to 
come in two varieties. There’s 
the subject-subject kind, a per¬ 
sonalized experience uniting 
two souls, and the subject-ob¬ 
ject kind, which needs no ex¬ 
planation. 

With the Folsom Street 
Fair raging outside, this back 
room had a little of both. As 
sexertainment, it ranged from 
the two dudes who didn’t 
know each other from (quite 
literally) a hole in the wall, to 


a group of four guys at my 
immediate left, who obvious¬ 
ly knew each other quite well. 
They had their arms around 
each other and were kissing, 
hugging, and laughing togeth¬ 
er, enjoying themselves and 
each other sexually as they 
talked and joked around. 
They talked and flirted with 
people in the crowd passing 
by, but they kept their little 
circle closed. The sight of 
them carrying on with such 
friendliness and affection def¬ 
initely altered my idea of 
what back rooms were sup¬ 
posed to be. 


Commentary 


But at a moment like this, 
who could forget communica¬ 
ble disease? All I could see 
was a lot of unprotected oral 
sex. I wasn’t watching any¬ 
thing long enough to deter¬ 
mine whether or not people 
were coming in each other’s 
mouths, but it didn’t look like 
many people were that con¬ 
cerned about it. There didn’t 
appear to be enough space for 
anal sex to be happening 
since we were packed in like 
sardines, although a friend of 
mine who works as a flight 
attendant later assured me it’s 
possible. 


Nagging Thoughts 

I recalled the most recent 
HIV seroprevalence figure for 
San Francisco and decided 
easily half the room could be 
positive. Since my hypochon¬ 
dria has a way of snow¬ 
balling, my next thought was 


of the TB epidemic: the room 
was cramped, warm, damp, 
and without adequate ventila¬ 
tion — apparently a classic en¬ 
vironment for TB transmis¬ 
sion spread through coughing. 

From then on I noticed 
anyone who coughed. Herpes 
was transmissible here, gon¬ 
orrhea, scabies, crabs — I de¬ 
cided to head for the door. 

While attitudes seem to be 
changing for the better in the 
sense that sex and life are 
“coming back” to gay exis¬ 
tence, AIDS of course isn’t 
going away. If a resurgence is 
indeed taking place, what are 
people’s attitudes about dis¬ 
ease? Is this an enlightened 
movement or is it a reckless 
expression of frustration? 

As younger generations 
pour into San Francisco, per¬ 
haps we, the ones who have 
never known a world without 
AIDS, will breathe new life 
into gay male sexuality with¬ 
out sacrificing safety habits 
that are crucial for this 
community to ride out the 
epidemic. This is one area in 
which youth can lead. 

People turn HTV positive 
every day. It will be interest¬ 
ing to see what the numbers 
look like ten years from now 
in the absence of a cure, espe¬ 
cially if we are indeed wit¬ 
nessing a rise in sexual activ¬ 
ity. A second AIDS wave is 
always possible but so much 
more preventable now be¬ 
cause the generations to come 
have all grown up knowing 
about safe sex. Perhaps this 
resurgence will mean new life 
for gay men without new 
death to follow. Or perhaps 
not. ▼

Lives of the Saints 

Acceptable Risks 

by Jonathan Kwitny; Poseidon Press, $24

A cceptable Risks tells 
the history of Jim 
Corti, a nurse in the 
AIDS drug under¬ 
ground that evolved into the 
“buyers clubs,” and Martin 
Delaney, whose involvement 
in that underground gave 
birth to Project Inform, creat¬ 
ed to run community-based 
clinical trials. Through them, 


we watch the federal govern¬ 
ment and the drug cartels re¬ 
act to the epidemic with a 
combination of greed, ca¬ 
reerist selfishness, and bu¬ 
reaucratic timidity. 

The book centers on the 
antiviral ribavirin, available 
over the counter in other 
countries but illegal in Amer¬ 
ica. The drug falls victim to 
AIDS Inc.’s indignant reac-

Endurance Test

Consolidated 
Play More Music 
(Nettwerk/IRSJ 

The all-male, left-wing, in¬ 
dustrial trio Consolidated in¬ 
tentionally creates situations 
that provoke and annoy. They 
interrupt their live perfor¬ 
mances with question-and-an- 
swer periods meant to en¬ 
courage political debate be¬ 
tween members of their audi¬ 
ence and the band. Play More 
Music, their third Nettwerk 
album, is over 70 minutes 
long, testing the endurance of 
even the most devoted Con¬ 
solidated fan. 

Of the 27 tracks listed, the 
vast majority are not songs 
but snippets of taped com¬ 
ments culled from live shows 
and radio station appearances. 
And of the few songs here, 
most are lists of CNN-ish 
newsbites — recited over a 
hard-as-concrete mechanical 
soundtrack consisting of 
drum machines, synthesizers, 
and electronic samples — that 
touch on a variety of issues, 
including animal rights, vege¬ 
tarianism, and the effects of 
capitalism. 

Flippant Answers 

By presenting audience 
commentary alongside their 
original compositions, Consol¬ 
idated attempts to broaden 
the range of perspective re¬ 
garding the issues the band 
seeks to address. But the re¬ 


sult is actually a range of 
opinion, not perspective 
(which connotes a degree of 
analysis). 

People grab the micro¬ 
phone and yell, trying to 
sway their listeners by sheer 
volume. Critical comments 
lobbed directly at the band 
are brushed off with flippant 
monosyllabic answers or text¬ 
book rhetoric. 

When women in the audi¬ 
ence complain that they are 
being physically hurt by men 
slam-dancing into them, the 
men say they are just express¬ 
ing their feeling of communi¬ 
ty, and if you don’t like it, 
you can move to the back. No 
one asks why men are social¬ 
ized to be violent, why men 
don’t question their socializa¬ 
tion and change their behav¬ 
ior, or holds any of the male 
slam dancers responsible for 
their actions. Overall, Play 
More Music sounds more 
like Oprah than a debate. 

Since Consolidated doesn’t 
discuss but preaches, they ed¬ 
ucate the most ignorant of 
their fans and provoke some 
thought, but without effecting 
change. Social change is root¬ 
ed in emotional response to 
injustice. By canting statistics 
and using sterile language to 
frame facile portraits of im¬ 
portant political issues, Con¬ 
solidated keeps their audience 
at a numbing distance not 
broached by handing a micro¬ 
phone over to them. 

“Gone Fishing,” an inter¬ 
minable list of factoids de¬ 




scribing the horrors of pro¬ 
cessing animals for food, is 
dead compared to the Smiths’ 
“Meat Is Murder,” a song

structured around the sad 
lowing of cows, which, by its 
straight-to-the-heart approach, 
converted hundreds to vege¬ 
tarianism. 

Artists With Impact 

The songs here that do 
have impact are the three 
written and performed by 
guest artists. Oakland rapper 
Paris’ “Guerrillas in the Mist,” 
an angry condemnation of 
white supremacy, shoots a 
bright warning flare. The 
Yeastie Girls’ not-humorless 



“You Suck” demands that 
men stop just taking sexual 
pleasure and start giving it 
(“Get your face between my 
thighs”). And Crack M.C.’s 
“Crackhouse” puts the Rod¬ 
ney King beating into histor¬ 
ical perspective. It’s not a 
pretty sight. These three 
songs have impact because 
they’re direct, personal, emo¬ 
tional, and urgent. 

And Consolidated’s hyper- 
publicized support of gay and 
lesbian rights is little more 
than lip service. There is a 
photograph of lesbian rights 
activists in the CD booklet, 
along with a statement that 
AIDS is not a gay disease. 
But gay and lesbian rights are 
mentioned only briefly on the 
album itself and definitely not 
elaborated on to the same de¬ 
gree vivisection is. I’ll let you 
theorize why the lives of bun¬ 
nies are more worthy of at¬ 
tention to Consolidated, and 
American leftists in general, 
than the lives of gay men dy¬ 
ing of AIDS. 

Ultimately, Consolidated 
comes across not as radicals 
or even musicians. Rather, 
they’re emcees of a politically 
correct circus, where every¬ 
one has the right to speak; 
analysis is avoided; and every 
opinion, by the very nature of 
its existence, is correct. But 
for people truly suffering 
from oppression, unlike Con¬ 
solidated’s largely white, het¬ 
erosexual, male audience, ex¬ 
ercising your choice by voting 
isn’t enough; it’s who you 
vote for that counts. Until 
Consolidated incorporates this 
distinction into their work, 
they will remain irrelevant.

Demby Sprints to 
Personal Best in Track Finale

He waited until the final 
meet of the season, but Frank 
Demby made his mark for 
1992 by running a personal 
best time at the Club West 
Masters meet in Santa Bar¬ 
bara two weekends ago. Dem¬ 
by’s time of 11.59 seconds in 
the 100 meters was the sec¬ 
ond fastest 100 meters ever 
recorded by a San Francisco 
Track & Field Club member. 

Injuries had reduced 
SFT&FC to just two mem¬ 
bers, but they were two of the 
best. Besides his personal best 
clocking in the 100 meters, 
Demby ran a fine 25.5 in the 
200 meters, and Valerie Scott, 
who had been running her 
own series of personal best 
times throughout the season, 
closed with silver medal fin¬ 
ishes in both the 200 and 400 
meters. 

“It was hard to stay fo¬ 
cused for the meet with just 
two of us running,” Demby 
commented. “We basically got 
out there and just gave it one 
more shot before calling it a 
season.” 

With near perfect weather 
conditions at the seaside 
track, Demby took to the 
starting blocks in the 100 me¬ 
ters amidst a highly competi¬ 
tive field of seasoned sprint¬ 
ers. Demby blasted out of the 
blocks and powered his way 
across the finish line for third 
place and a scorching person¬ 
al best time of 11.59 seconds.

His time was eight-tenths of a 
second faster than his previ¬ 
ous best run this season and 
nearly a full one-tenth of a 
second better than his person¬ 
al best mark of 11.66, record¬ 
ed in 1989. 

The 11.59 clocking put him 
just four-one hundredths of a 
second behind the SFT&FC 
team record of 11.55, set by 
Earl Bryant in 1989. Bryant, 
who was at the meet to cheer 
his teammates on, said, “If 
anyone deserved to get a PR 
in the final meet of the sea¬ 
son, Frank did. He’s been 
working hard to reach this 
point for years, and it’s al¬ 
ways a pleasure when hard 
work is repaid with a person¬ 
al best achievement like this.” 

Demby was elated with 
the clocking, saying, “I 
couldn’t believe it. I had the 
officials double-check the

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time. The last meet of the sea¬ 
son is generally not a record- 
breaking event. After going at 
it for over eight months, 
you’re physically and mental¬ 
ly exhausted. But it seems 
like everything came together 
for me.” 

Tenacious Individual 

Demby is, if anything, a 
tenacious individual. He has 
steadily improved his perfor¬ 
mances in the sprints, rising 
from a “back of the pack” fin¬ 
isher to a team leader and 
multigold medalist in the 
1990 Gay Games. As the lead- 
off runner on the SFT&FC 
gold medal 4x100 relay team, 
he always sets a winning pace 
for the rest of the squad. And 
as co-coach of the club, he’s 
been demonstrating through

Him sport 
such as 
softball or 
basketball. 
This is really 
like miming 
and training 
with family."

his own actions just what it 
takes to achieve your person¬ 
al goals and become a win¬ 
ner. 

“This turned out to be a 
great season for me,” Demby 
noted enthusiastically. “The 
support I received from the 
rest of the team really helped 
me get through everything 
that’s been going on outside 
of track [Demby’s father has 
been seriously ill]. Although 
this sport is individualized — 
that is, it’s you against the 
clock — we have as much of a 
team feeling and team sup¬ 
port as if it were a genuine 
‘team’ sport such as softball 
or basketball. This is really 
like running and training 
with family, and I’m looking 
forward to getting my injured 
teammates back with me in 
1993 and setting new goals. 

“We’ve only got about a 
year and half until the 1994 
Gay Games, and we’ve got to 
start building our team now. 
We’re defending gold medal¬ 
ists in many events, in partic¬ 
ular the relays, and we plan 
to stay that way in New York 
in 1994.” 

Demby said that the gold 
medal, record-setting 4x100 
and 4x400 relays team from 
1990 hope to run together 
again in New York, but stat¬ 


ed that there are always open¬ 
ings for new runners. 

“We can run as many 
teams as we can field at the 
Games. We need to get a 
young runners’ team for the 
open-age group; we need 
some women to help put to¬ 
gether another outstanding 
women’s team; and there’s 
generally a mixed sex 
[male/female] relay as well, so 
there will be room for every¬ 
body.” 

Next year marks the San 
Francisco Track & Field 
Club’s tenth anniversary, and 
the club will be using the ’93 
season as a buildup to the 
New York Gay Games in 
1994. The SFT&FC already 
has a housing and travel pack¬ 
age in place and has opened it 
up to anyone who wants to 
take advantage of it. The 
team is using it as a fundrais¬ 
er to help them defray the 
costs of attending the ’94 
Games.

PAWS Wins at Gay Run '92

Over 300 runners partici¬ 
pated in the 13th annual San 
Francisco FrontRunners’ Gay 
Run ’92 in Golden Gate Park 
on Oct. 11. Although the final 
tally isn’t in, race co-director 
Dave Studach believes the 
run generated well over $1,500 
for the Pets Are Wonderful 
Support (PAWS) organiza¬ 
tion. 

“We had an increase in the 
number of participants over 
last year, and we kept expens¬ 


es for the race to a minimum, 
so I hope we raised close to 
$2,000 for the PAWS people,” 
Studach said. 

The fun, family spirit of 
the race was punctuated by 
an exciting finish in the wom¬ 
en’s 10K race. Diane Swick 
caught up to lead runner Teri 
Handy with only 200 meters 
to go, and the two battled for 
first place all the way to the 
finish line. Handy held off 
Swick by six-tenths of a sec¬ 
ond, finishing first with a 
time of 39:38.2. Swick’s time 


(39:38.8) was second overall 
but first in her 30-39 age 
group. 

The 30-39 age group domi¬ 
nated the men’s 10K race with 
first, second and third places 
overall going to men in that 
category. Mark Rosasco won 
the men’s 10K race in 33:55, 
followed by Jim Kinzer (36:43) 
and Robert Montoori (37:45). 
BADR marathon ace Char 
Levitt won the women’s 5K 
run with a time of 19:07, 
while Nick Aguilera (18:33) 
topped the men’s division. ▼ 
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wise known as capital punish¬ 
ment.

trait gallery. (Incidentally, the 
new, conservative, knee-jerk 
NEA ordered the artists to 
withdraw any mention of 
NEA support of the project — 
too “political,” too hard-hit¬ 
ting, too real.) 

If there is a further theme 
in the show, it is embodied in 
the fact that so many of these 
victims are women, so many 
of the murderers male. But 
this truth is given an intrigu¬ 
ing twist by the Theory Girls 
(SF artists Laura Brun and 
Jennie Currie) in an interac¬ 
tive piece involving a large 
image of serial killer Aileen 
Wuornos. A viewer can eaves¬ 
drop, via telephone receiver, 
on two women discussing vi¬ 
olence against women in a 
feminist context. In a disturb¬ 
ing (male-threatening) varia¬ 
tion on the classic profile of 
the mass murderer, Wuornos 
was a lesbian who killed men. 


The tabloids, as you can 
imagine, had a field day. 

However, Wuornos is not 
an isolated case. In a related 
piece, Prison, Janet Dodson 
has assembled photo docu¬ 
mentation of women 
convicted of killing their abu¬ 
sive husbands. And Susan 
McWhinney, Cathy Green- 
blatt and Leslie Ernst present 
an interactive time line, 
(Ain’t) Natural History, 
which chronicles female mur¬ 
derers through the centuries. 
The intention is to rebut 
backlash notions that women 
who kill are somehow driven 
by feminist empowerment. 

There is more here, includ¬ 
ing Steve Murakishi’s Hard 
Ball installation, a response 
to the 1982 murder of Vincent 
Chin, a Chinese American 
killed by Detroit auto work¬ 
ers consumed by racial hatred 
(they thought he was 
Japanese). A trophy included 
in the piece, consisting of a 
plastic skull surmounting two 
baseball bats, the weapons of 
choice, is devastating. 


More chilling, however, is 
Peter Kowaleszyn’s am¬ 
bient installation Shroud, a 
darkened room laid with hay 
which relies on a series of im¬ 
ages of serial killer Ted 
Bundy, a spooky soundtrack 
of natural sounds, and a re¬ 
lentless video barrage. 

But for me the most pro¬ 
foundly unsettling pho¬ 
tographs of all were studies of 
rooms, Lucinda Devlin’s The 
Omega Suites, all sites of in¬ 
stitutionalized killing, other-

the work but it isn’t aimed at 
any one entity or faction; it’s 
a more complex combination 
of the personal with the polit¬ 
ical. 

How would you typify the 
larger works in this regard? 

They were outwardly an¬ 
grier. I felt like I learned as 
much from them as the audi¬ 
ence did. For instance, even 
though the gender assign¬ 
ments of power were ambigu¬ 
ous, they reminded me of a 
David Lynch style of 
unattractive power, where ev¬ 
erybody’s power is somewhat 
abusive and unredeeming, 
with no heroes, just dictators. 

Do your photo installations 
still occupy entire rooms? 

The show at New Langton 
is a group show where every 
artist will have their own 
room to play with. Mine is a 
6’ x 8’ room upholstered in 
condom-like, skin-textured la¬ 
tex. I don’t have formal the¬ 
atre or set design training, 
but you’ll see that drama is 
an ultimate concern for me. 
Skin-like imperfections and 
heavy latex smell are used to 
create a safe environment. 
Every surface in this room — 
floor, ceiling, walls — will be 
covered in a semi-permeable, 
breathable membrane. This 
half-stagnant affect should be 


very mind provoking, not just 
along the lines of how horri¬ 
ble this life-threatening dis¬ 
ease is, but more how you re¬ 
late to it. 

I don’t point fingers or pro¬ 
vide answers. I want the audi¬ 
ence to go through the pro¬ 
cess of translating these issues 
for themselves. I do art to 
communicate some of the 
feelings involved in taking re¬ 
sponsibility for processing 


this stuff — where it is nearly 
impossible to point to a single 
solution in a situation that af¬ 
fects everyone in very compli¬ 
cated ways. 

Another strategy I use 
along with the reclamation of 
anonymous texts is the use of 
plant symbols that resonate 
for me — like honeysuckle to 
represent the bonds of love. 
Other pieces show objects 
that are grossly mediated, like 


the photo of a third genera¬ 
tion electro-micrograph scan 
of a body substance. Where is 
the object located in this con¬ 
tinuum? These combinations 
map personal relationships to 
overtly political issues. 

I saw recently at the LA 
County Museum a huge 50” x 
60” photo, displayed shortly 
after the riots, but commis¬ 
sioned earlier to capture the 
essence of Los Angeles. This 
photo showed a typical inter¬ 
section with street signs, and 
was titled by the street ad¬ 
dress. It happened to be the 
very site where Rodney King 
was beaten. The only way 
you’d know that is by some¬ 
one telling you this fact. Al¬ 
though the photograph isn’t 
on display anymore, it is still 
functioning through a very ac¬ 
tive process of story telling 
and the descriptions this pro¬ 
cess generates. The heart of 
this piece probably lies in this 
act of translation. 

What’s the name of your in¬ 
stallation at New Langton? 

“501,272” which is the 
worldwide estimate, however 
arbitrarily that figure is de¬ 
rived, of the number of AIDS 
cases as of August 1, 1992. I’m 
trying to translate this. ▼

L ike the world of point¬ 
less joy experienced 
on the drug ecstasy, 
the video X-tasy of¬ 
fers no plot but plenty of 
pleasure. We are treated to 
tasty food and toy sex on a 
brightly lit, colorful stage. At¬ 
tempting to re-create the 
mood of ecstasy trips (the 
good ones), each scene ex¬ 
plores new worlds of mild 
kink. 

First, the incomparable 
Johnny Rahm is paired up 
with compact sex pup Robbie 
Roberts (no relation to the 
former Band member), and 
they nibble some bacchana¬ 
lian grapes before nibbling 
cock and ass. 

This scene alone is worth a 
spew. Johnny’s blue rubber T- 
shirt is quite the fashion state¬ 
ment. Moaning Robbie knows 
how to smooch and take it up 
the ass. Johnny works Rob¬ 
bie’s juicy hole like a gold 
miner, prodding it first with 
his fingers, then a dildo.

Shining Commentary 

X-tasy producer William 
Hunter directs Badlands, and 
his quick style and direct 


camera work shine, as do the 
buffed butts and glistening 
gonads of his boys. Set literal¬ 
ly in the rubble of this year’s 
LA riots, the tape aims for 
torrid sexual heat in the after- 
math of the horrible storm, 
while providing a subtle nod 
toward social commentary. 

Silverlake club trash Jay 
Corey (either on his way to an 
early tea dance or on his way 
home from a night at Probe) 
walks through an alley, where 
he is trailed, then chased, by 



cute, cute Latino pup Jimmy 
Dante. Robbery does not en¬ 
sue (yet), nor assault, for, as 
they say, you can’t rape the 
willing. Jimmy does enjoy 
roughing up the faux-resistant 
Corey, who finally submits, 
especially upon witnessing 
the unveiling of Dante’s infer¬ 
no, his slab of mucho meato. 

Jay slobs the cholo knob, 
and then gets it up his rec¬ 
tum, while holding himself up 
against a colorful graffiti wall. 
Dante’s tattoo is hot, as is his 
general attitude. They both 
spew admirably, especially 
Corey, who has a huge wang. 
Dante makes off with Corey’s 
cash, leaving him slumped 
and humped. 

In another scene of race 
role reversal, Johnny Rahm 
plays a Latino street tough 
who corners a white boy into 
submission. Blond, goateed 
Todd Rice, while trying his 
best to look like a street 
tough, more closely resembles 
an art fag (industry gossip 
maintains he has a girlfriend 
and just gets fucked for mon¬ 
ey every now and then). He 
submits to slathering Rahm’s 
prong and eagerly spreads his 
cheeks for another against-the- 
wall butt-plowing. After this 
thoroughly exhausting fuck, 
Rahm concedes a moment of 
affection with Todd, 
smooching him before leaving 
him crumpled against a wall, 
his ass reamed into next 
week. 

Driving a Ford 

Tony Belmonte (who 
fucked a watermelon and 
Randy Storm in X-tasy) 
walks in on beefy Rick Strat¬ 
ton (who calls himself Brett 
Ford in X-tasy), who’s under 
his car playing grease mon¬ 
key. Big boy forces Tony to 
gnaw his denim bulge, and 
we expect the usual ensuing 
scene of the bigger conquer¬ 
ing the smaller. 

However, a resourceful 
Belmonte, sensing a closet 
bottom, turns the tables (and 
Ford’s ass) and immediately 
plows this big hunk on the 
hood of his car. It’s a hot 
scene for its suddenness, but 
more exploratory work on 
the big boy’s posterior would 
have been appreciated. 

Finally, brooding beauty 
Dante encounters a dude of 
other colors, Robbie Roberts, 
whose short haircut is oddly 
garbed with a bandana — but 
this pup would look good in 
anything. The two, instead of 
shooting each other, sneak off 
to another abandoned build¬ 
ing and engage in truce talks, 



with their tongues. Robbie 
slurps Dante’s immensity, and 
Dante eventually reciprocates, 
lapping around, up and down 
Roberts’ slightly bent pole. 

But the juiciest parts tran¬ 
spire when compact Roberts 
stands, spreads his chunky lit¬ 
tle untanned cheeks and lets 
Dante go to town. Obviously, 
Roberts’ erogenous zone is 
his prostate gland, and he 
moans continuously as he 
gets fingered and rimmed, 
curling his lip in a macho boy 
snarl. This is one insatiable 


ass, and he groans along with 
every thrust as Dante slides 
his schlong up Robbie’s rear. 

The growling pup then sits 
atop Dante, riding up and 
down while alternating be¬ 
tween jacking his own self 
and letting his stiff cock bob 
about.

tion to outside pressure from 
“lay” people and a systemic 
prejudice against small drug 
companies. Though ribavirin

speedily approved. 

However, the subtitle of 
the book — How Two Coura¬ 
geous Men Fought the FDA 
to Save Thousands of AIDS 
Patients and Changed the 
Drug Industry Forever —is 
as misleading as the book it¬ 
self. By the end of Acceptable 
Risks, the reader unfamiliar 
with AIDS activism might be¬ 
lieve Corti and Delaney did it 
all single-handedly. 

Sins of Omission 

Kwitny, a former Wall 
Street Journal writer, makes 
few mentions of ACT UP, 
and they’re all in character 
with a scene when, “wearing 
costumes,” activists interrupt 
FDA Commissioner Frank 
Young’s speech in which he 
caved in to one of Delaney’s 
demands. He briefly mentions 
Larry Kramer, “[whose] de¬ 
monstrations, full of flam¬ 
boyance, attracted more 
attention than his plays had.” 
The demos at the AIDS 
Conference in San Francisco 
in 1990, which mobilized a 
generation of young gay men 
(and incidentally a few hun¬ 
dred key doctors), are not even 


mentioned in passing. 

Despite the author’s dis¬ 
claimer that the book is not 
the history of a disease or so¬ 
cial period, by omission he is 
bowdlerizing history. In Kwit- 
ny’s cosmology, ACT UP 
dwells in an even lower circle 
of hell than Ellen Cooper of 
the FDA. Although Martin 
Delaney provides an after¬ 
word sharing credit where 
credit is due and promises the 
rest of the story in other 
books, this does not excuse 
Kwitny’s highly selective nar¬ 
ration. 

Thirty-two pages of notes 
at the end of the book hold 
all rebuttals and conflicting 
statements from other players 
in the story, giving the main 
text an air of hagiography. 
Also, any book referring to 
this many organizations, prop¬ 
er names, and 41 drugs (I 
counted) sorely needs an in¬ 
dex. 

The author has presented 
his story in the “docudrama” 
format, “recreating” dialogue 
and giving Corti and Delaney 
racing pulses in tense mo¬ 
ments. But his years as a re¬ 
porter at the Wall Street 
Journal were apparently not 


good training for writing fic¬ 
tion (well, maybe). In the first 
paragraph, “early morning 
sunlight drifted” over LA, 
“fell gently” on one part but 
“more harshly” on another, 
“pushed down an alley” in the 


second paragraph and “poked 
through the slits” in the third. 
With luck, Kwitny will be 
content in future books to let 
light merely “shine.” ▼
